To  choose  a  Board  of  Auditors  for  the  year  ensuing. 

To  choose  one  Overseer  of  the  Poor  for  three  (3) 
years.

Art.  4.  To  hear  and  act  upon  the  reports  of  the  Town  Ac- 
countant, the  Auditing  Committee,  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the 
School  Committee,  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library, 
the  Engineers  of  the  Fire  Department,  the  Superintendent  of 
Cemetery,  the  Board  of  Health,  the  Chief  of  Police,  the  Milk 
Inspector,  the  Committee  on  Street  Lights,  the  Water  Commis- 
sioners, the  Surveyor  of  Highways,  the  Inspector  of  Cattle,  Pro-

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Adjourned  Annual  Town  Meeting,  March  17,  1908. 

Meeting  called  to  order  at  7.30  P.  M.  by  the  Moderator. 
Records  of  last  meeting  read  and  declared  approved. 

Voted,  that  all  the  reports  in  the  56th  annual  report  of  the 
Town  of  Swampscott  except  those  containing  recommendations 
be  accepted  and  adopted,  excepting  that  of  the  Auditing  Com- 
mittee. 

Voted,  That  the  remarks  of  the  Auditors  on  page  295  of  the 
Annual  Report  be  recommitted  to  them,  they  to  report  at  the 
adjourned  meeting  in  accordance  with  the  Statutes. 

Mr.  Townsend,  Chairman  of  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee, 
submitted  the  following  partial  report  of  the  financial  condition 
of  the  Town  which  was  accepted  : 

Swampscott,  Mass.,  March  17,  1908. 

To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott : 

The  first  fact  that  confronted  your  Committee  was  that  $250,- 
000  is  asked  for,  oris  recommended,  in  the  annual  Town  Report. 
Last  year  the  the  total  appropriations  at  regular  and  special 
Town  Meetings  as  well  were  only  $180,000. 

Clearly,  therefore,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Committee  to  analyze 
this  enormous  sum  of  a  quarter  of  a  million,  and  to  this  end, 
we  have  already  had  conferences  with  most  of  the  Town  Boards, 
in  order  that  we  might  '*make  a  report  with  recommendations 
to  the  Town  Meeting,  as  required  in  the  By-laws  of  the  Town." 
Not  only  must  we  have  further  consultation  with  officials,  but 
we  must  also  make  personal  investigation  with  them  in  order 
that  as  complete  a  report  as  possible  shall  be  submitted  to  you. 

In  every  business,  there  are  what  are  known  as  fixed  charges, 
and  every  business  man  knows  that  such  charges  must  be  paid. 
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The  business  of  the  Town  is  no  exception  to  this  rule,  and 
among  what  may  be  called  the  fixed  charges  of  the  Town  are 
the  following :

There  are  also  recommendations  and  articles  in  the  Warrant, 
calling  for  $60,000  more,  making  a  grand  total  requested  of 
$250,000. 

Now,  by  contrast,  it  is  well  to  state  again,  that  the  total  ap- 
propriations of  last  year  were  but  $180,000,  of  which  amount, 
$20,000  was  raised  by  loan.  If  all  the  requests  and  recommen- 
dations are  voted  by  the  Town,  it  means  an  increase  of  at  least 
$70,000  to  be  raised  this  year. 
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There  are  many  of  the  recommendations  for  large  appropria- 
tions that  have  had  our  consideration,  but  on  which  we  cannot 
report  now  because  conferences  must  be  had  with  the  incoming 
Town  officials. 

Of  the  $23,200  of  notes  to  be  paid  this  year,  there  is  one  note 
of  $3,000  which  should  have  the  consideration  of  the  voters,  for 
it  is  the  first  of  the  $135,000  of  notes  for  permanent  improve- 
ment loan  that  was  issued. 

This  note,  with  another  of  the  same  amount,  due  next  year, 
was  issued  because  the  following  report  was  made  and  its  recom- 
mendation \vas  adopted  by  vote  of  the  Town,  April  24th,  1899. 

To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott : 

In  regard  to  that  portion  of  the  Selectmen's  report,  relating  to 
rate  of  taxation,  the  Board  find  that  appropriations  already  made 
will  bring  the  tax  rate  up  to  $12  per  thousand. 

We  recommend  that  all  further  appropriations  that  are  made 
shall  be  raised  by  loan,  and  that  the  Treasurer,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Selectmen,  be  authorized  to  negotiate  such  loan,  pay- 
able not  sooner  than  the  year  1907." 

Signed  By  the  Selectmen. 

The  appropriations  covered  by  this  note  were  various  items 
such  as  grading  streets,  street  crossings,  catch  basins,  fire  alarm 
whistles,  etc.,  which  might  be  considered  permanent  improve- 
ments. 

But  in  addition  there  are  these  items  : 

Repairing  Hook  and  Ladder  Truck     .       .  $125  00

We  are,  therefore,  paying  interest  on  repairs  (which  are  cer- 
tainly current  expenses)  made  in  1899,  and  we  must  now  pay 
out  of  this  year's  tax  levy  for  such  expenses,  which  should  have 
been  paid  then. 
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It  is  evident,  from  the  wording  of  the  recommendation  of  the 
Selectmen  in  1899,  that  the  primary  object  to  be  obtained  was  to 
keep  the  tax  rate  down.  It  is  well  at  this  time  and  in  this  con- 
nection, to  report  to  what  extent  money  has  been  borrowed  for 
current  expenses. 

Investigation  shows  that  we  are  now  paying  interest  upon 
notes,  the  proceeds  of  which  have  been  used  to  pay  for  band 
concerts,  printing  Assessors'  Valuation  Reports,  painting  Town 
buildings,  celebrating  the  50th  anniversary  of  the  Town,  rebuild- 
ing culverts,  maintenance  of  ambulance,  resurfacing  streets, 
clearing  brooks,  gypsy  moth  work.  Memorial  Day  observances, 
and  other  matters  of  like  character. 

It  appears,  furthermore,  that  in  certain  years,  m^ney  was 
borrowed  in  addition  to  what  was  called  permanent  improve- 
ments, and  was  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  expenses  of  the 
departments.  In  one  )'ear,  this  reached  the  sum  of  $8,650 ;  in 
another,  $6,100;  in  still  another,  $2,100,  and  in  still  another, 
$11,000,  all  of  these  being  since  1899.  The  result  is  that  out 
of  the  $116,000  permanent  improvement  loans  now  outstanding, 
nearly  one  half,  or  51,000,  was  borrowed  for  purely  current 
expenses,  and  hence  this  year,  we  have  to  provide  from  our  tax 
levy  for  payment  of  money  borrowed  in  1899,  to  paint  a  house 
and  to  repair  a  wagon. 

So  much  for  the  origin  and  composition  of  the  permanent 
improvement  loan.  Now,  what  has  it  done?  We  are  assured 
that  the  increase  in  valuation  under  this  policy  is  75  per  cent. 
But  in  the  same  time,  the  increase  in  the  debt  has  been  148 
per  cent. 

Now  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  forbid  a  Town  incurring 
debt  beyond  an  amount  equal  to  3  per  cent  of  its  valuation.  Ten 
years  ago,  we  had  borrowed  within  $88,000  of  this  debt  limit, 
and  now  we  are  within  about  114,000.  This  looks  like  a  gain 
in  borrowing  capacity  of  $26,000,  but  in  1897  borrowed 
only  45  per  cent  of  what  the  Town  could  legally  incur,  while 
now  our  indebtedness  has  increased  to  63  per  cent  of  our  pos- 
sible debt  limit. 

This  policy  of  permanent  improvement  loans,  which  was  in- 
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stituted  with  the  object  of  keeping  the  tax  rate  to  a  fixed  figure, 
has  been  since  continued,  and  has  resulted  in  loading  us  with  a 
debt  for  expenses  which  were  purely  current.  It  is  a  policy  of 
which  we  thoroughly  disapprove,  and  which  we  firmly  believe 
should  be  discontinued.  Current  expenses  must  be  paid  from 
current  receipts. 

The  task  of  an  intelligent  consideration  of  the  problem  before 
us  is  too  great  to  be  hastily  decided,  and  we  therefore  ask  that 
the  committee  be  given  until  Tuesday  evening,  March  31,  at 
which  time  we  will  present  our  full  report,  with  recommen- 
dations.

It  was  unanimously  voted,  that  for  the 
purpose  of  procuring  a  temporary  loan  to,  and  for  the  use  of  the 
Town,  in  anticipation  of  the  taxes  of  the  present  year,  the  Town

Adjourned  Annual  Town  fleeting,  flarch  31,  1908. 

Meeting  called  to  order  at  7.45  P.  M.,  by  the  Moderator. 

Records  of  the  last  meeting  except  the  previous  report  of  the 
Ways  and  Means  Committee,  read  and  declared  approved. 

Mr.  Townsend,  Chairman  of  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee 
read  and  submitted  the  following  report  upon  the  several  recom- 
mendations contained  in  the  Annual  Report,  and  the  several 
articles  in  the  warrant  calling  for  the  expenditure  of  money. 
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Report  of  the  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means. 

At  the  meeting  March  17,  your  committee  presented  a  report 
outlining  at  some  length  the  financial  condition  of  the  town  and 
at  the  same  time  giving  some  analysis  of  the  appropriations 
proposed  for  this  year.  It  was  then  shown  that  $84,300  should 
be  appropriated  without  any  deduction,  as  in  this  amount  are 
included  those  items  which  can  best  be  called  fixed  charges. 

The  remaining  items  of  the  $250,000  petitioned  for  are  subject 
to  modification,  and  to  the  consideration  of  these  items  your 
committee  has  given  much  time  and  thought  in  order  that  its 
report  with  recommendations  may  be  clear.  It  must  be  again 
stated  that  this  committee's  duties  are  purely  advisory  and  that 
it  has  no  power  beyond  that  which  belongs  to  any  group  of 
townsmen.  It  is  assumed  that  the  town  meeting  will  expect 
from  this  committee  recommendations  which  are  based  on  actual 
investigation  and  on  the  knowledge  of  affairs  that  such  investiga- 
tion shows.  At  least  such  has  been  the  theory  on  which  the 
committee  has  acted.  It  should  be  possible  to  obtain  in  quiet 
conference  with  the  different  boards  and  town  officials  a  clearer 
knowledge  of  the  basis  for  an  estimated  outlay  of  the  town's 
money  than  it  is  possible  to  obtain  in  the  crowded  town  meeting.

The  committee  recognized  in  its  work  that  the  schools  need 
much  money,  as  two  new  school  houses  and  $7,000  were 
requested  in  addition  to  the  regular  appropriation  for  mainten- 
ance. Not  only  have  conferences  with  the  School  Committee 
been  held,  but  thorough  inspection  of  each  of  the  buildings  was 
made  in  company  with  the  School  Committe,  the  Superin- 
tendent, and  the  Principal  of  the  High  School.  We  found  the 
physical  condition  of  the  schools  much  below  what  it  should  be. 

The  Essex  Street  School  needs  painting  inside  and  out.  The 
new  plumbing  installed  last  year  is  a  decided  improvement. 

Clarke  School.  Much  trouble  is  caused  by  water  soaking 
into  the  cellar  from  land  adjacent.  This  can  be  remedied  by 
the  building  of  a  drain  to  connect  the  foundation  with  the  street 
gutter. 

Phillips  School.  The  chemical  laboratory  built  some  years 
ago  is  unfit  in  every  way  for  its  purpose,  either  as  to  size,  heat- 
ing, interior  arrangements,  or  accessibility.  The  defects  are  too 
fundamental  to  be  overcome  by  any  alterations.  The  need  for 
proper  room  and  equipment  can  be  met  by  alterations  on  the 
second  floor  of  the  school  building.  Out  of  two  class-rooms  on 
the  north  side  there  can  be  constructed  a  physical  laboratory,  a 
chemical  laboratory,  and  a  lecture  room  between  them.  The 
cost  of  the  alterations  and  equipment  complete  is  placed  by  the 
architect  at  $3,000.

Redington  Street  School.  This  building  is  not  fitted  for  the 
demands  made  upon  it.  The  rooms  are  crowded,  the  light  is 
poor,  the  toilet  facilities  are  inadequate,  and  it  is  imperative  that 
the  building  must  soon  be  definitely  abandoned  and  a  new  one 
built.  At  present  all  that  can  be  done  is  to  paint  it  within  and 
without. 

Beach  School.  The  conditions  here  also  are  so  bad  that 
within  a  short  time  this  building  must  be  abandoned.  The 
School  Committee  find  that  $200  will  cover  present  pressing 
needs. 

Farm  School.  This  is  a  plain  school  house  of  the  old  type, 
with  one  room  and  no  cellar,  heated  by  a  stove,  and  with  no 
conveniences.  It  is  so  small  that  school  facilities  adequate  for 
that  section  of  the  town  cannot  be  provided  in  it.  The  School 
Committee  have  obtained  plans  of  a  two-room  building  suitable 
for  the  needs.  It  is  estimated  that  such  a  building  can  be  built 
on  the  present  site  within  the  estimate  of  $7,000.  We  therefore 
recommend  that  the  sum  of  $7,000  be  appropriated  for  this  pur- 
pose, the  amount  to  be  raised  by  a  loan  to  be  known  as  School 
Building  Loan,  and  that  the  work  of  building  be  done  under  the 
direction  of  the  School  Committee. 

We  further  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $3,000  be  appropri- 
ated for  the  new  laboratories  already  outlined,  this  amount  to  be 
raised  by  School  Building  Loan. 

We  recommend  that  $33,000  be  appropriated  for  maintenance 
of  schools,  and  that  $1,450  in  addition  be  appropriated  for  re- 
pairs. These  sums  to  be  paid  out  of  the  tax  levy  for  the  current 
year. 

Ambulance,  p.  91. 
There  are  few  towns  as  small  as  Swampscott  that  are  fortu- 
nate enough  to  possess  an  ambulance.  In  manufacturing  towns 
or  cities  with  a  congested  population  an  ambulance  is  a  necessity, 
but  in  a  small  town  almost  entirely  residential  in  its  character, 
the  liability  of  accident  is  reduced  to  a  minimum.  It  is  easy  to 
imagine  all  sorts  of  things  happening,  but  a  little  consideration 
will  convince  one  that  the  need  of  an  ambulance  for  emergency 
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cases  is  small.  In  Lynn  and  Boston,  with  their  thousands  en- 
,  gaged  in  dangerous  occupations  and  with  the  added  dangers  of 
congested  streets,  the  galloping  horse  and  the  clanging  bell  are 
frequent  objects  of  sight  and  sound,  but  the  chance  of  such 
being  called  for  in  Swampscott  is  actually  too  small  to  warrant 
the  town  appropriating  $i,ooo  or  more  to  maintain  such  service. 

The  proposition  for  building  a  shed  at  the  police  station,  the 
furnishing  of  a  horse  and  harness,  calls  for  $1,500  this  year, 
and  soon  it  will  be  found  that  a  man  will  be  needed  to  care  for 
the  outfit.  It  does  not  appear,  in  view  of  what  has  been  learned, 
that  the  town  is  warranted  in  incurring  such  expense  for  the  very 
limited  emergency  use  in  prospect. 

The  ambulance  was  called  out  last  year  less  than  once  a  week, 
forty-three  times  in  all.  Most  of  the  instances  of  its  use  were 
not  of  emergency  cases  where  promptness  and  celerity  were 
needed,  but  were  rather  engagements  made  hours  in  advance  for 
conveying  sick  people  to  the  hospitals.  There  has  been  no 
complaint  that  the  ambulance  was  not  on  hand  when  desired. 
The  fear  has  been  expressed  that  in  event  of  its  being  needed 
after  midnight  difficulty  would  be  found  in  arousing  those  who 
provided  the  horse.  No  such  occasion,  however,  has  arisen, 
and  it  seems  an  easy  matter  to  arrange  that  the  stable  where  the 
ambulance  is  kept  shall  have  telephone  connection  night  and  day 
to  meet  any  emergency  that  may  arise. 

We  recommend  that  such  arrangments  be  made  by  the  Select- 
men and  the  Chief  of  Police,  and  that  $200  be  appropriated  for 
the  care  of  the  ambulance. 

Highway  Department,  pp.  93,  152. 
This  has  proved  to  be  one  of  the  most  difficult  questions  that 
your  committee  has  had  entrusted  to  it.  The  work  of  the 
department  is  varied,  the  amounts  requested  are  large,  about 
$25,000  and  the  demands  are  urgent  and  from  every  part  of 
town.  A  certain  proportion  of  the  prospective  work  must  be 
uncertain  in  amount,  as  the  wearing  of  the  roads  is  dependent 
on  the  weather.  Still  another  feature  is  the  exercise  of  judgment 
as  to  the  need  for  expenditures. 
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The  care  of  snow  is  a  matter  that  must  rest  in  part  with  the 
wishes  of  the  citizens.  If  the  path  as  made  by  the  snow-plough 
is  not  deemed  wide  enough,  shall  the  town  then  bear  the  expense 
of  the  additional  shovelling?  The  snow-ploughs  of  the  street 
railway  cause  a  piling  up  of  the  snow,  thus  adding  materially 
to  the  expense.  It  was  in  part  to  cover  this  expense  that  the 
excise  tax  was  provided  by  law.  In  addition  to  repaying  some 
of  the  cost  of  the  care  of  the  snow,  it  was  designed  also  to  lighten 
the  burden  of  repairing  streets  in  which,  by  reason  of  tracks,  ruts 
are  worn,  as  is  the  case  near  the  Postoffice.  The  amount  of 
this  tax  last  year  was  $823.50.  This  should  go  the  credit  of  the 
Highway  Department,  and  not  into  the  general  fund. 

The  town  records  which  ought  to  show  the  cost  of  past  high- 
way are  far  from  complete  and  cannot  be  used  as  a  basis  for 
estimating  appropriations.  The  co-operation  of  citizens  in  the 
oversight  of  highway  work  would  bring  about  a  more  satisfactory 
condition  of  affairs  and  lead  to  better  results  for  the  money  spent. 

There  is  one  item,  the  care  of  brooks,  that  seems  to  belong  to 
either  of  two  departments,  the  Sewer  or  the  Highway.  This 
care  consists  in  clearing  the  beds  of  the  brooks  of  accumulated 
rubbish.  This  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  question  of  the  town's 
drainage,  but  it  is  merely  the  mechanical  work  of  digging  out 
mud  and  street  washings.  It  seems  that  this  can  best  be  done 
by  the  Highway  Department,  and  a  recommendation  for  an 
appropriation  is  therefore  included  in  the  list. 

The  item  of  street  watering  is  a  large  one.  Your  committee 
could  not  investigate  sufficiently  the  subject  to  treating  road  sur- 
faces with  preparations  to  lay  the  dust.  The  amount  to  be  saved 
is  large  enough  to  warrant  special  investigation,  with  a  view  to 
an  appropriation. 

We  recommend  the  appropriation  of  the  following  amounts.:

Continuous  Sidewalks,  pp.  90,  156. 


We  believe  the  policy  of  building  continuous  sidewalks  on  one 
side  at  least  of  the  main  thoroughfares  has  commended  itself  to 
the  citizens  and  that  it  should  therefore  be  continued.  We  sug- 
gest that  this  year  sidewalks  be  laid  as  follows : 

Burrill  street.  Easterly  side  from  railroad  bridge  to  Essex 
street. 

Essex  street.    From  Burrill  street  to  Essex  avenue. 

Burrill  street.  From  estate  of  B.  G.  Ingalls  to  Monument 
avenue,  thence  to  Humphrey  street. 

Humphrey  street.    From  Monument  avenue  to  the  Lynn  line. 

Thomas  road.  Southerly  side  from  Burrill  street  to  Elmwood 
r6ad. 

Grant  Road.  From  estate  of  C.  W.  Tucker  to  Walker  Road. 
Redington  Street.    On  northwest  side  from  Burrill  street. 

We  recommend  that  $1,000  be  appropriated  for  continuous 
sidewalk  and  that  the  money  be  raised  by  a  loan  to  be  known  as 
Highway  Loan. 


The  proposition  is  that  Atlantic  avenue  be  reconstructed  and 
repaired.  The  town  expects  from  this  committee  the  results  of 
careful  investigation  into  the  subject,  for  $8,000  is  a  large 
amount  to  be  spent,  and  Atlantic  avenue  is  an  important  thor- 
oughfare. The  town  reasonably  asks  on  what  the  estimate  is 
based?  How  much  is  to  be  spent?  How  much  can  be  built  for 
the  money,  and  what  will  be  its  character  when  built?  Diligent 
and  persistent  inquiry  from  the  officials  has  not  revealed  replies 
which  are  definite  and  satisfactory.  The  only  point  on  which 
information  is  forthcoming  is  that  the  point  of  beginning  is  to  be 
at  the  Marblehead  line  and  that  the  work  is  to  proceed  southerly. 


Atlantic  Avenue,  p.  87. 
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Knowledge  as  to  the  point  of  termination  is  not  to  be  obtained. 
It  may  be  at  Palmer  avenue,  or  it  may  be  at  Humphrey  square. 
The  suggestion  is  offered  that  if  there  is  only  enough  money  to 
complete  the  construction  to  Palmer  avenue,  the  balance  to 
Humphrey  square  can  rest  until  next  year,  and  yet  it  is  admitted 
that  to  make  two  jobs  would  be  more  expensive  than  to  complete 
it  at  one. 

In  view  of  this  indefiniteness,  we  have  been  compelled  our- 
selves to  seek  expert  advice.  We  are  advised  that  a  macadam 
road  of  state  road  quality  ought  to  be  built  from  the  Marblehead 
line  to  Humphrey  square  for  $8,000. 

The  construction  of  this  work  is  a  test  of  the  fitness  of  the 
Highway  Department  of  the  town.  Therefore,  we  recommend 
that  $8,000  ^be  appropriated  and  that  it  be  borrowed  on  a  loan 
to  be  known  as  Highway  Loan. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  this  road  is  so  largely  used  during  the 
summer,  and  is  so  important  a  thoroughfare,  it  is  imperative 
that  the  work  be  at  once  entered  upon. 

Library,  p.  184. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Library  ask  that  a  change  be  made  in  the 
accounting  of  the  Library  Fund,  the  effect  of  which,  the  report 
says,  will  * 'afford  time  and  opportunity  for  the  more  careful  and 
advantageous  expenditure  of  money."  The  change  will  insure 
to  the  Library  the  receipts  from  the  dog  dax,  and  will  also  per- 
mit better  results  in  the  purchase  of  books.  We  recommend  the 
adoption  of  the  following  motion  : — 

That  the  appropriation  for  the  Town  Library,  the  dog  tax  and 
the  income  from  the  trust  funds,  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the 
Trustees  of  the  Library  with  the  Town  Treasurer,  to  be  drawn 
upon  by  the  Trustees'  order  for  the  use  of  the  Library  at  any 
time." 

Stacey  Brook  Outlet,  p.  90. 

The  dilapidated  condition  of  the  construction  on  King's  Beach 
is  well  known,  its  continuance  in  its  present  condition  is  a  men- 
ace to  the  lands  the  brook  drains.    It  is  possible  to  remedy  this 
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by  the  construction  of  a  box  culvert  as  recommended  in  the  letter 
of  the  engineer  given  in  the  Selectmen's  report.  It  is  understood 
that  the  City  of  Lynn  and  the  Metropolitan  Park  Commission 
will  bear  their  respective  shares  of  the  expense.  We  recommend 
that  the  share  of  Swampscott, — one-third  of  the  $400  estimated, 
$133.33, — be  appropriated,  and  that  the  Sewer  Commissioners 
be  instructed  to  see  that  the  work  is  carried  out. 

Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures,  p.  94. 
The  duties  of  the  Sealer  have  largely  increased,  owing  to  the 
measuring  and  marking  milk  jars,  and  we  recommend  his  salary 
be  $60.00. 

Cemetery  Improvement,  p.  92. 
The  fact  that  there  are  but  twenty-five  lots  available  at  the 
present  time  makes  it  imperative  that  some  action  be  taken  toward 
preparing  additional  ground.  The  plans  as  submitted  to  the 
Selectmen  seem  practicable,  and  we  recommend  that  the  sum  of 
$4,500  be  appropriated  for  the  work,  and  that  this  sum  be  raised 
by  a  loan  to  be  known  as  Cemetery  Improvement  Loan. 

Town  Treasurer  (Assistance  for),  p.  94. 
At  a  conference  with  the  Selectmen  they  suggested  that  the 
Treasurer  be  allowed  such  assistance  as  is  necessary,  and  that 
the  payment  therefor  be  charged  to  the  Selectmen's  department. 

Corner  of  Essex  and  Burrill  Streets,  p.  94. 

Referring  to  the  fact  that  the  town  owns  but  little  sidewalk  at 
this  corner,  and  that  the  owner  has  fenced  in  his  land,  we  rec- 
ommend that  $100  be  appropriated  to  buy  the  land  needed  for 
the  sidewalk  and  that  the  amount  be  raised  by  Highway  Loan. 

Building  for  Sand,  p.  157. 

The  present  building  in  the  rear  of  the  engine  house  is  dilap- 
idated. A  new  one  can  be  built  on  the  town's  land  at  the  stone 
crusher  that  will  answer  the  needs  better  than  by  repairing  the 
present  structure.  We  recommend  that  $400  be  appropriated  to 
build  a  structure  30X30X  14  and  that  the  amount  be  raised  by 
Highway  Loan. 
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Steam  Drill,  p.  157. 
The  Town  now  has  to  hire  a  drill  with  the  men  to  operate  it 
and  it  is  not  always  practicable  to  secure  it  when  needed.  We 
recommend  that  one  be  bought  for  the  use  of  the  Town  and  that 
$300  be  appropriated  for  the  purpose,  the  amount  to  be  raised 
by  Highway  Loan. 

Fire  Hose,  p.  164. 
Owing  to  the  constant  wear  and  loss  of  strength  through  age, 
a  certain  amount  of  hose  must  be  abandoned  each  year.  The 
normal  supply  must  be  maintained.  We  recommend  that  the 
sum  of  $300  be  appropriated  to  be  expended  by  the  Selectmen 
and  Chief  Engineer. 

Fire  Horse,  p.  164. 

One  of  the  horses  has  had  to  be  given  up  on  account  of  sick- 
ness. We  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $250  be  appropriated  for 
the  purchase  of  a  new  one. 

Farnum  Fence,  p.  170. 
We  recommend  that  this  matter  be  referred  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  be  reported  upon  at  the  next  annual  Town  Meeting. 

Sanitation  at  Fish-House,  p.  170. 

Under  the  present  arrangements  the  conditions  are  revolting, 
and  the  place  unfit  for  its  purpose.  The  Board  of  Health  has 
ordered  an  abatement  of  the  nuisance.  We  are  advised  by  the 
Board  of  Health  that  $350  will  cover  the  expense  of  the  changes 
required.  We  therefore  recommend  the  appropriation  of  this 
sum. 

Combination  Engine  House  and  Police  Station,  p.  219. 
We  recognize  from  the  report  of  the  committee  and  from  rhe 
sketches  submitted  in  connection  therewith  that  they  have  care- 
fully investigated  the  matter  and  have  furnished  the  Town  with 
plans  for  a  modern  building  adapted  to  the  purposes  of  the  two 
departments.    The  erection  and  maintenance  of  such  a  building 
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would  put  these  departments  on  a  city  basis,  both  as  to  service 
and  expense. 

The  arrangements  for  the  present  police  department,  while 
not  strictly  modern  or  suited  to  the  needs  of  a  city,  are  ample 
for  a  town  of  the  size  of  Swampscott  except  in  the  matter  of  cell 
accommodations.  Substantially  the  same  comment  can  be  made 
of  the  engine  house  with  the  exception  of  needed  repairs. 

While  it  would  be  satisfaction  to  be  able  to  show  a  well 
equipped  house  such  as  would  be  a  credit  to  a  city,  where  the 
departments  might  be  housed  in  greater  comfort  than  at  present, 
we  feel  that  in  the  present  financial  condition  of  the  town  and  in 
view  of  the  pressing  need  for  expenditures  along  lines  that  will 
benefit  the  citizens  more  generally,  we  deem  it  unwise  to 
recommend  the  erection  of  this  building  this  year. 

An  investigation  of  conditions  at  the  central  engine  house 
shows  conclusively  that  some  repairs  are  needed  and  should  be 
made  at  once.  The  sills  on  the  westerly  side  should  be  replaced 
as  well  as  those  on  the  southerly  side  of  the  main  building. 
The  floors  both  of  the  main  building  and  of  the  stable 
need  attention.  Owing  to  the  decay  of  the  sills,  the  roof  has 
sagged  in  places,  leaving  pockets  where  the  water  stands  and 
consequently  leaks  into  the  building.  If  the  roof  lines  are  trued 
and  the  roof  re-coated,  this  leakage  will  be  largely  stopped. 
Portions  of  the  building  will  need  painting. 

We  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $2,000  be  appropriated  for 
for  these  repairs,  as  much  thereof  as  may  be  needed  to  be 
expended  under  the  direction  of  the  vSelectmen. 

Sewers.*  Article  27. 

This  sum  has  been  included  in  the  amount  recommended  for 
sewer  maintenance  in  accordance  with  the  vote  June  25,  1907. 

Celebration  of  July  4th.  Article  16. 
While  recognizing  the  pleasure  which  such  a  celebration 
might  give  the  children,  we  deem  it  unwise  under  existing  con- 
ditions to  establish  a  precedent,  which  would  in  all  probability 
be  followed  and  elaborated  in  ensuing  years.  We  therefore 
recommend  that  no  appropriation  be  made  at  this  time. 
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Grant  Road.   Article  24. 
Redington  Street  Sidewalk.   Article  17. 
These  Articles  are  covered  by  our  recommendation  for  con- 
tinuous sidewalks. 

Town  Fences.  Article  18. 

We  recommend  that  $200  be  appropriated  for  town  fences 
and  that  the  amount  be  raised  by  Highway  Loan. 

Post  118.  G.  A.  R.  Article  20. 

We  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $100  be  appropriated  for  the 
purpose  of  heating  and  lighting  the  Post  headquarters  as 
petitioned  for. 

Essex  Street  Grading.  Article  25. 

Essex  street  from  the  Nies  estate  to  the  cemetery  is  in  need  of 
repairs  and  regrading.  We  recommend  that  $500  be  appropri- 
ated for  this  purpose. 

Stetson  Avenue  Bridge  Lights.  Article  29. 
While  this  is  a  somewhat  lonely  spot,  the  sidewalks  under  the 
bridge,  which  is  narrow,  are  lighted  by  an  arc  light  located  fifty 
yards  south,  and  directly  in  front,  and  by  an  incandescent  lamp 
seventeen  yards  north,  also  directly  in  front  of  the  bridge.  We 
therefore  recommend  that  no  appropriation  be  made. 

Notes,  p.  290. 

There  are  notes  due  this  year  amounting  to  $23,200.  In  our 
report  at  the  last  meeting,  the  notes  of  the  town  were  analyzed, 
especially  those  due  for  permanent  improvement,  so-called,  and 
it  was  shown  that  of  the  $116,420  of  such  notes  now  outstand- 
ing, $51,000,  nearly  one-half,  were  incurred  for  purely  current 
expenses,  and  instances  were  given. 

No  subject  has  been  so  fully  discussed  by  the  committee  as  this, 
namely,  the  borrowing  of  money  for  current  expenses.  Your 
committee  wishes  to  enter  its  protests  against  a  continuance  of 
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this  practice.  There  is  no  justification  for  it.  There  is  some 
reason  for  borrowing  money  for  buildings  and  permanent  con- 
structions and  thus  spreading  the  cost  over  a  series  of  years,  but 
to  borrow  for  our  current  expenses  is  to  add  to  the  burdens  of 
future  years  what  should  be  paid  now. 

Of  the  notes  maturing  this  year,  $6,600  was  incurred  for  what 
may  be  called  permanent  purposes.  These  are  three  in  number, 
namely:  Park  Loan,  $2,500.  Sewer  Loan,  $2,800.  Marshall 
Drain  Loan,  $1,300.  We  recommend  that  the  Selectmen  be 
authorized  to  borrow  money  to  meet  these  notes  at  maturity. 

As  to  the  balaace  of  the  notes  due  this  year,  $16,600, — $1 1,100, 
was  for  purely  current  expenses.  The  story  is  given  in  the 
report  of  this  committee  to  the  Town  Meeting  January  14,  1908. 
It  was  borrowed  with  the  express  agreement  that  it  be  repaid 
from  the  taxes  of  the  year  1908.  We  recommend  therefore  that 
$11,100  be  appropriated  for  the  payment  of  this  note. 

The  remaining  three  notes  due  amount  to  $5,500,  and  were 
permanent  improvement  loans,  so-called.  We  recommend  that 
$5,500  be  appropriated  for  their  payment  at  maturity. 

In  conclusion,  we  wish  to  express  to  the  town  what  has  grown 
in  the  mind  of  each  member  of  the  Committee  that  the  experi- 
ence of  serving  on  this  Committee  has  been  most  instructive.  If 
a  similar  study  of  the  whole  work  of  the  town  could  be  under- 
taken by  citizens  generally,  the  result  could  not  fail  to  be  bene- 
ficial. A  business  with  a  debt  of  $500,000  in  bonds  and  notes 
payable,  and  with  cash  transactions  annually  of  $325,000,  is 
large,  complicated  and  worthy  of  the  best  thought  and  of  the 
exercise  of  the  most  careful  judgment. 

One  difficulty  we  have  encountered  is  learning  the  histoiy  of 
the  events  in  the  past,  sometimes  covering  a  series  of  years,  on 
which  now  depend  the  amount  of  an  appropriation.  A  remedy 
for  this  difficulty  will  be  found  if  the  departments  will  have  their 
annual  reports  in  mind  during  the  year,  make  notes  from  time 
to  time,  and  then  embody  these  notes  in  their  reports.  Such  re- 
ports will  be  of  great  assistance  in  futuie  years. 

There  is  one  point  we  desire  to  emphasize,  namely :  the 
necessity  of  the  departments  keeping  within  the  appropriations. 
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An  over-draft  means  a  loan,  and  a  loan  means  that  interest  must 
be  paid,  and  accumulating  interest  means  increased  taxes. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  total  amount  of  the  appropriations 
which  we  recommend  is  $206,368,  of  which  we  feel  that  $32,200 
can  properly  be  borrowed.  This  leaves  $174,068  to  be  raised 
by  taxation.  In  conference  with  the  Board  of  Assessors  we  are 
assured  that  the  receipts  from  taxes  this  year  will  be  but  slightly, 
if  any,  greater  than  last.  Should  this  prove  correct,  the  tax 
rate  would  be  approximately  $15.75.  On  the  same  basis  had 
the  entire  amounts  asked  for  been  recommended,  the  rate  would 
have  been  about  $16.65.  This  calculation  is  based  on  the  plan 
of  borrowing  for  such  items  as  are  additions  or  strictly  perma- 
nent improvements.

Sewers. 

Art.  21,  22  and  23  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Ways 
and  Means  and  to  the  Sewer  Commissioners,  jointly,  and  the  re- 
port is  herewith  submitted. 

Art.  21  includes  what  is  petitioned  for  in  Article  22,  and 
they  can  be  considered  together.  Each  calls  for  a  sewer  on 
Elliott  street.  This  street  is  about  300  feet  long,  and  of  gravel 
formation.    A  sewer  can  be  constructed  for  about  $600. 

Crescent  street  is  about  1,000  feet  long,  and  is  underlaid  with 
a  hard  rock  for  much  of  the  distance.  The  expense  of  construct- 
ing a  sewer  in  this  street  would  be  about  $5,000.  In  addition  to 
the  cost  of  the  main  sewer,  the  cost  of  constructing  the  particular 
sewers  would  be  very  heavy,  as  the  same  hard  rock  would  have 
to  be  blasted. 
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We  recommend  that  the  Elliott  street  only  be  constructed,  the 
cost  to  be  met  from  funds  now  standing  to  the  credit  of  the 
Sewer  Department. 

Art.  23.  The  course  of  the  sewer  proposed  for  Sheridan 
road,  about  1,000  feet  in  length,  is  very  tortuous,  thus  necessita- 
ting the  construction  of  a  larger  proportion  of  manholes  than  is 
usually  required  for  such  a  length.  Moreover,  two  old  water 
courses  would  be  encountered.  The  work  would  be  expensive, 
and  the  number  of  houses  supplied  few.  The  cost  of  such  a 
sewer  would  be  $3,500.  We  recommend  that  this  matter  be  in- 
definitely postponed. 

It  is  well  to  mention  in  this  connection  that  there  is  little 
money  to  the  credit  of  the  Sewer  Department,  and  that  extensive 
repairs  are  needed  on  the  main  line  from  the  pumping  station  to 
the  sea.

Meeting  called  to  order  at  7.30  P.  M.  by  the  Moderator. 

Article  i.  Mr.  E.  H.  Townsend  moved  that  the  Water 
Commissioners  be  instructed  to  make  a  contract  on  as  favorable 
terms  as  possible  with  the  Metropolitan  Water  Board  to  supply 
water  to  the  town  for  a  period  of  years,  preferably  ten. 
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Mr.  George  E.  Smith,  moved  to  amend,  That  the  Water 
Board  take  measures  to  enter  the  Metropolitan  System. 

Mr.  John  Albree  offered  an  amendment.  That  Article  i  be 
referred  to  a  committee  of  five,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator 
to  consider  and  report  at  an  adjournment  of  this  meeting  on 
January  7,  1909,  at  7.30  P.  M.  By  a  rising  vote  of  162,  yes;  to 
109,  no;  the  motion  of  Mr.  Albree  was  carried. 

The  Moderator  named  as  that  commitee,  John  Albree,  E.  H. 
Townsend,  Benjamin  G.  Ingalls,  William  H.  Bates  and  Milton 
D.  Porter.  Benjamin  G.  Ingalls  having  declined  to  serve  on  the 
committee,  Clarence  B.  Humphrey  was  appointed  in  his  stead. 

Art.  2.  Voted,  That  Ocean  avenue  as  laid  out  by  the 
Selectmen,  be  accepted  when  all  the  waivers  have  been  signed. 

Voted,  That  Articles  3  and  4  be  taken  up  together. 

Mr.  Welch,  Chairman  of  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee, 
read  and  submitted  the  following  report  on  these  Articles, 
together  with  a  diagram  of  the  premises  referred  to. 

Fellow  Townsmen : — 

Your  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  in  presenting  this  report 
wish  to  make  these  general  observations  on  the  subject  of  appro- 
priations at  special  town  meetings.  Your  Finance  Committee, 
and  Ways  and  Means  Committee  in  times  past  have  carefully 
considered  every  appropriation  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting 
and  made  what  they  considered  fair  estimates,  of  expenditures 
for  the  various  departments  and  articles  of  the  warrant,  in  most 
cases  the  amount  agreed  upon  by  conference  with  the  different 
heads  of  departments,  yet  the  amount  of  money  voted  at 
special  meetings  through  the  year  has  increased  to  an  alarming 
extent. 

In  studying  the  town  reports  for  the  last  three  years,  we  find 
that  such  loans  exclusive  of  the  gypsy  moth  requirements  which 
are  fixed  by  State  law,  in  1905  to  be  $5,500;  in  1906,  $11,000; 
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in  1907,  $14,175.  These  loans  consist  of  two  classes;  ist, 
excess  of  expenditures  over  appropriations  in  the  various  depart- 
ments ;  2nd,  money  voted  for  definite  improvements  and  ohjects. 

Without  further  comment  on  expenditures  of  departments 
over  and  above  the  amount  of  their  annual  appropriations  other 
than  to  urge  the  extreme  importance  of  each  department  to  keep 
within  the  bounds  of  their  apportionment. 

Your  committee  wishes  to  define  its  position  with  reference  to 
recommending  loans  for  definite  improvements  at  special  meet- 
ings. The  committee  believes  and  has  acted  on  the  principle  in 
this  report  that  no  money  should  be  voted  other  than  at  Annual 
Town  Meetings  unless  public  exigency  should  require  it. 

The  financial  requirements  and  the  income  of  the  town  for 
the  year  are  carefully  gone  over  at  that  time  and  any  money 
voted  in  excess  of  this  estimated  amount  has  to  be  raised  by 
loan. 

It  is  important  that  every  expenditure  of  town  money  should 
be  treated  in  relation  to  every  other  expenditure  and  be  treated 
as  a  whole  and  not  by  piece  meal.  In  this  way  only,  can  justice 
be  done  to  the  different  interests  and  departments  of  the  town 
and  the  financial  standing  of  the  town  placed  on  a  proper  basis. 

Art.  4.  In  regard  to  this  Article  we  recommend  only  such 
part  of  the  plan  submitted  as  refers  to  the  purchase  of  the  land 
of  Caroline  A.  Pearson,  and  recommend  the  appropriation  of 
one  hundred  and  twenty-five  ($125)  for  the  purchase  of  said 
land.  We  recommend  this  sum  be  raised  by  loan  payable  in 
1911.

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Adjourned  Special  Town  Meeting,  Jan.  7,  1909. 

Meeting  called  to  order  at  7.30  P.  M.,  by  the  Moderator. 

Records  of  last  meeting  read  and  declared  approved. 

Mr.  John  Albree,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  appointed  at 
the  last  meeting  to  consider  and  report  upon  the  different 
methods  of  supplying  water  for  the  use  of  the  Town,  read  and 
submitted,  with  explanatory  maps  and  figures,  the  following 
report : 

To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott : 

The  purpose  of  the  appointment  of  this  committee  was  that 
facts  be  obtained  and  submitted  to  the  town  regarding  the  water 
question  in  addition  to  those  submitted  by  the  Swampscott 
Water  Commissioners  in  their  report  of  December  10,  1908. 
(Copy  attached.)  It  was  not,  and  it  could  not  have  been  con- 
templated that  this  committee  should  report  on  the  expediency  of 
any  particular  plan,  for  that  would  be  encroaching  upon  the 
duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  Swampscott  Water  Commis- 
sioners.   To  this  purpose  your  committee  has  adhered. 

The  hopes  of  the  committee  are  that,  as  a  result  of  the  investi- 
gation, they  can  submit  facts  to  the  town  and  furthermore  be  in 
a  position  to  answer  satisfactorily  any  inquiries  for  information 
which  may  be  submitted  to  them.  While  the  members  of  the 
committee  as  individuals  have  opinions  as  to  what  course  the 
town  had  best  pursue,  the  committee  as  a  committee  should  not 
express  any  opinions. 

It  is  due  both  to  the  town  and  to  the  committee  that  this  state- 
ment be  made  at  the  outset,  for  some  citizens  may  be  good 
enough  to  express  an  appreciation  of  the  work  of  the  committee 
in  gathering  facts  and  ask  what  does  the  committee  think  the 
town  should  do. 

We  can  but  repeat  that  the  committee  as  a  committee  cannot 
answer  such  inquiries.    After  the  facts  as  your  committee  has 
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gathered  them,  are  reported,  and  the  committee  discharged,  then 
your  committee  will  be  free  to  enter  upon  a  discussion  involving 
these  facts  and  the  opinions  to  be  deduced  therefrom. 

The  first  subject  for  consideration  was  an  analysis  of  the 
financial  report  of  the  Swampscott  Water  Board  as  to  the  income 
and  the  payments  therefrom  for  the  last  year,  ending  January  31, 
1908.

From  this  table  it  readily  appears  how  small  a  proprtion  the 
payment  for  water  bears  to  the  total  expense,  and  also  how  large 
an  item  is  that  for  renewing  service  pipes,  $2,500. 

From  the  Metropolitan  system  has  come  for  ten  years  the 
water  that  Swampschott  has  had.  Before  discussing  the  relation 
of  Swampscott  to  the  Metropolitan  District,  it  will  be  better  to 
obtain  first  some  conception  of  the  cost  and  annual  expense  of 
that  system. 

There  is  represented  in  this  system  an  investment  of  $40,500,- 
000  from  its  inception  in  1895  to  the  end  of  the  year  1907. 
Such  an  enormous  investment  requires  large  payments  for  inter- 
est and  other  charges.    These  payments  are  derived  from  assess- 
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ments  on  the  municipalities  in  the  district  that  have  entered  into 
it  or  that  take  water  from  it. 

For  the  year  1907,  $2,200,000  was  collected  by  assessment. 
This  amount  was  divided  as  follows :

The  water  for  Swampscott  comes  from  the  great  Wachusett 
reservoir  by  way  of  Chestnut  Hill  to  Spot  Pond  in  Stoneham. 
From  there  it  is  pumped  to  a  high  service  reservoir,  whence  it  is 
conducted  by  mains,  at  first  36  inches  in  diameter,  and  then  re- 
ducing in  size,  until  at  Broadway  in  Revere  the  main  is  but  16 
inches  in  diameter,  and  this  supplies  two  mains  of  16-inch  diam- 
eter, one  to  Revere  and  Winthrop,  and  the  other  to  Swampscott 
and  Nahant  across  the  Saugus  marshes  to  Lynn.  In  Lynn  there 
is  a  loop  of  two  lo-inch  mains.  From  one  Nahant  is  supplied 
and  then  both  meet  at  Ocean  and  Nahant  streets,  where  a  12-inch 
brings  the  water  to  the  Swampscott  line. 

These  general  statements  about  the  district  and  Swampscott*s 
relation  to  it  are  necessary  in  order  that  the  propositions  submit- 
ted by  the  Water  Board  may  be  considered.

There  is  also  to  be  paid    $90,000,  if 
Swampscott  joins  the  district. 
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This  item  of  $90,000  is  based  by  the  Metropolitan  Board  on 
a  number  of  elements.  Swampscott's  share  in  the  accumulated 
sinking  fund,  $9,200;  a  proportionate  share  of  the  cost  $68,000 
of  a  new  main  in  Revere  to  replace  the  20  and  the  16  inch  mains, 
now  too  small ;  the  relaying  of  a  main  from  Nahant  and  Ocean 
streets,  to  the  Swampscott  line,  $15,000;  the  relaying  at  some 
time  of  a  new  main  across  the  Saugus  marshes  in  place  of  the 
16  inch  main  now  there,  and  finally  an  amount  that  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Board  is  a  fair  sum  for  Swampscott  to  pay  when 
the  distance  it  is  from  the  rest  of  the  district  is  considered. 

The  Swampscott  Water  Commissioners'  report  mentions  Lynn 
as  a  possible  source  of  supply.  This  committee  has  found  that 
in  1906  the  quality  of  the  Lynn  water  was  brought  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Legislature.  The  result  is  that  an  Act  was  passed 
requiring  Lynn  to  begin  work  on  a  filtration  system  by  January 
I,  1909,  the  same  to  be  completed  within  two  years.  Already 
$5,000  has  been  appropriated  by  Lynn  toward  the  cost  of  this 
work. 

The  assurances,  found  in  the  reports  of  both  the  State  and  the 
city  of  Lynn,  are  such  that  the  committee  must  lay  them  before 
the  town.  These  assurances  are  to  the  effect  that  with  a  filtra- 
tion system  the  quality  of  the  water  will  ^'resemble  quite  closely 
in  its  general  characteristics  the  water  at  present  supplied  to  the 
Metropolitan  water  district."

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As  to  the  amount  of  water  available  from  this  extent  of  water- 
shed the  experience  of  thirty  years  in  the  Sudbury  river  basin  is 
useful.  These  records  show  that  from  each  square  mile  of 
water-shed  the  average  daily  outflow  has  been  slightly  over  one 
million  gallons.  It  is  fair  to  assume  that  the  Sudbury  river 
experience  will  serve  as  a  basis  for  calculation  in  eastern  Massa- 
chusetts, and  therefore,  allowing  for  shrinkage  or  leakage  of 
dams,  it  is  entirely  safe  to  assume  that  from  the  5  1-3  square 
miles  in  area  of  the  Lynn  water-shed,  at  least  four  millon 
gallons  a  day  can  be  depended  upon. 

In  addition  the  Saugus  river  water-shed  above  Montrose  with 
an  area  of  10. 58  miles  can  safely  by  depended  upon  for  eight 
million  gallons  in  addition.  Allowing  for  the  anticipated 
increase  in  consumption  these  sources  of  supply  will  serve  Lynn 
until  1923.  Then  Lynn  can  extend  to  the  Ipswich  river,  rights 
in  which  have  been  granted  by  the  Legislature,  where  there  are 
forty  square  miles  of  water-shed.  From  this  source  at  least  thirty 
million  gallons  a  day  may  be  expected. 

Therefore  there  is,  or  there  can  be  readily  made  available  for 
Lynn,  a  total  daily  supply  of  forty-two  million  gallons.  Bearing 
in  mind  that  Lynn  uses  an  average  of  six  million  gallons  per 
day  and  Swampscott  an  average  of  one  half  million,  it  will  be 
seen  that  there  is  an  ample  supply  for  both  communities  for  years 
to  come. 

It  seems  to  your  committee  therefore  that  Lynn  in  its  water 
business  is  in  the  position  of  a  manufacturer  who  has  a  plant 
with  a  capacity  far  in  excess  of  the  demands  of  his  trade.  It  is 
but  ordinary  prudence  for  such  an  one  to  increase  his  output,  as 
the  increased  business  represents  only  the  increased  cost  of  pro- 
duction, as  the  fixed  charges  remain  the  same. 

As  to  a  supply  from  Thompson's  Meadow,  a  citation  from  the 
report  of  the  Water  Board  of  Marblehead  will  give  the  facts  : 

'*The  evidence  furnished  by  the  experience  of  the  Marblehead 
Water  Company,  and  by  the  test  wells  which  were  recently 
made,  indicates  that  water  can  be  obtained  continuously  from 
Thompson's  Meadow  in  a  quantity  amounting  to  about  400,000 
gallons  per  day  in  a  dry  season.    It  is  probable  the  yield  can  be 
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increased  by  flooding  the  meadow,  or  by  some  other  method  of 
getting  the  brook  water  into  the  ground. 

The  storage  in  the  gravel  stratum  beneath  Thompson's 
Meadow  is  considerable,  and  it  is  probable  that  if  water  is  drawn 
during  only  three  or  four  months  of  each  year,  the  quantity 
which  can  be  obtained  will  amount  to  at  least  500,000  gallons 
per  day,  and  may  be  as  great  as  800,000  gallons  per  day. 

The  water  from  Thompson's  Meadow  is  free  from  iron  and 
otherwise  of  excellent  quality  for  domestic  purposes,  except  that 
it  is  somewhat  hard,  being  in  this  respect  about  the  same  as  the 
water  furnished  by  the  present  sources  of  supply." 

The  plan  of  using  artesian  wells  as  a  possible  source  of  sup- 
ply has  been  considered  by  your  committee.  This  system  as 
applied  to  a  community,  is  experimental  as  yet,  and  there  is  no 
town  in  this  part  of  the  United  States  that  depends  on  it  as  a 
source  of  supply.  An  artesian  well  that  yields  50  gallons  per 
minute  is  regarded  as  a  large  well.  If  Swampscott  is  to  rely  on 
artesian  wells,  it  must  be  able  to  obtain  at  least  700  gallons  per 
minute. 

We  can  learn  of  but  three  artesian  wells  that  have  been  drilled 
in  Lynn.  Of  these  Swift  &  Co.'s  on  Market  street,  was  drilled 
about  a  year  ago  with  the  idea  of  installing  an  ice  making  plant. 
The  plan  was  abandoned  and  the  well  has  never  been  used. 

The  well  in  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  building  has  proven  satisfactory 
for  both  drinking  and  bathing  purposes  and  is  regularly  used  by 
them.  The  amount  demanded  for  their  needs  is  comparatively 
small  and  furnishes  no  data  of  value  to  us. 

The  well  on  the  Pinkham  plant  was  first  drilled  in  1903  to  a 
depth  of  between  100  and  200  feet.  Water  then  obtained  was 
condemned  by  the  State  Board  of  Health.  The  plant  was  then 
abandoned  until  a  year  ago  when  it  was  drilled  to  a  depth  of  323 
feet,  where  an  abundant  supply  of  substantially  pure  water  was 
obtained,  and  they  are  now  pumping  each  day  at  the  rate  of  50 
gallons  per  minute. 

To  supply  Swampscott's  demands  would  require  at  least  four- 
teen such  wells,  and  it  is  improbable  that  such  a  number  could 
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be  drilled  in  a  restricted  area.  This  method  being  so  largely  ex- 
'perimental,  is  not  available  for  immediate  supply.

Mr.  Welch,  Chairman  of  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee, 
presented  the  committee's  report  upon  Article  i  of  the  Warrant 
together  with  explanatory  figures  in  connection  with  the  Metro- 
politan Water  System,  as  follows  : 


Report  of  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means. 

Art.  I.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard  to 
its  future  water  supply. 

Your  committee  in  making  this  report  will  confine  itself 
mainly  to  the  financial  aspects  of  this  article,  and  such  conclu- 
sions and  deductions  as  it  may  reach  will  result  from  a  study  along 
these  lines.  The  investigations  and  reports  of  your  commission- 
ers and  special  committee  have  covered  much  of  the  work  which 
would  devolve  upon  this  committee  under  other  circumstances 
and  we  deem  it  unnecessary  to  open  up  the  line  of  their  investi- 
gations or  elaborate  on  their  findings.  We  have  therefore,  taken 
the  results  of  their  work  as  a  basis  of  our  reports  and  added  to 
them  such  facts,  and  figures,  as  we  think  will  help  the  voters  to 
decide  this  question.  The  outstanding  bonded  water  indebted- 
ness of  Swampscott  is  as  follows  :

From  a  study  of  these  figures  you  will  see  that  Swampscott's 
water  debt  after  entering  the  district  will  be  less  in  ratio  to  its 
valuation  than  the  average  ratio  of  the  seven  surrounding  towns. 

Serial  Bonds  vs.  Sinking  Fund. 

The  question  of  Serial  Bond  Issue  or  establishing  a  Sinking 
Fund  if  the  town  should  vote  to  go  into  the  Metropolitan  District 
has  received  careful  attention  by  your  committee.  We  have 
interviewed  the  Treasurer  of  the  Commonwealth,  Town 
Treasurer  and  several  bankers  with  the  result  that  the  committee 
are  unanimously  in  favor  of  a  Serial  Bond  issue. 

Our  conclusions  are  so  well  stated  in  the  Report  of  the  Joint 
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Special  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  of  the  Massachusetts 
Legislature  1908  appointed  to  consider  the  expediency  of  legis- 
lation in  reference  to  financial  methods  of  the  Commonwealth 
that  we  quote  from  their  report. 

The  sinking  fund  system,  assumes  a  sinking  fund  to  which 
equal  yearly  contributions  are  made,  and  assumes  that  such  fund 
will  be  invested  so  as  to  earn  3  per  cent.  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
the  Commonwealth  sometimes  pays  more  than  per  cent  for 
money  and  sometimes  less  than  3J  per  cent,  and  the  sinking 
funds  at  present  are  on  the  average  earning  a  little  more  than  3 
per  cent,  but  the  principle  is  the  same,  and  if  the  exact  figures 
were  given  we  believe  they  would  still  show  that  the  policy  of 
borrowing  money  under  the  sinking  fund  system  is  expensive. 

The  Serial  bond  system,  as  referred  to  above,  assumes  a  series 
of  bonds  for  each  loan,  an  equal  amount  of  which  falls  due  and 
is  paid  each  year.  Thus  there  is  under  this  system  no  necessity 
of  a  fund  to  be  cared  for  and  kept  invested.  If  it  be  true  that 
serial  bonds  will  not  sell  in  the  market  at  as  high  a  figure  as 
long-time  sinking  fund  bonds,  nevertheless,  if  an  allowance  were 
made  for  this,  we  believe  it  would  still  remain  true  that  the  policy 
of  issuing  sinking  fund  bonds  is  the  more  expensive.  Moreover, 
the  care  and  danger  involved  in  managing  a  sinking  fund  is 
avoided  under  the  serial  bond  system. 

There  are  other  advantages  in  the  policy  of  issuing  serial  rather 
than  sinking  fund  bonds,  which  are  worth  mentioning.  For 
instance,  under  the  sinking  fund  system  there  exists  a  constant 
temptation,  under  the  pressure  of  other  expenses,  to  neglect  to 
make  sufficient  contribution  to  the  sinking  funds;  and  thus  at  the 
maturity  of  the  loan  a  fund  sufficient  to  meet  it  is  not  at  hand, 
and  the  debt,  or  a  portion  of  it,  must  be  refunded.  This  has  not 
happened  in  the  case  of  the  Commonwealth,  but  it  fre([uently 
happens  in  the  case  of  her  cities  and  towns.  Under  serial  bond 
system  the  bonds  must  be  paid  when  they  fall  due ;  there  is  no 
way  to  avoid  it,  or  to  cover  up  any  delinquency.  Sinking  funds 
are  sometimes  badly  invested,  and  sometimes  stolen." 

We  therefore  recommend  that  if  the  Town  votes  to  enter  the 
district  that  money  be  raised  by  a  Serial  Bond  issue  payable  in 
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30  years,  an  equal  amount  of  bonds  to  be  retired  each  year,  and 
that  such  bonds  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  per  cent.  The  rate 
named  is  a  low  one  but  your  committee  is  assured  if  the  present 
state  of  the  bond  market  remains  the  same  that  these  bonds  will 
sell  at  par,  probably  at  a  slight  premium,  as  such  bonds  find  a 
ready  market. 

Under  a  Serial  Bond  issue  the  fixed  charges  of  our  water  de- 
partment would  be  as  follows  :

The  average  interest  on  the  $90,000  issue  for  the  full  term  of 
years  would  be  $1,575  per  annum. 

Local  charges  can  only  be  estimated,  so  we  have  reckoned  on 
the  basis  of  the  expenditures  as  they  appear  in  the  Swampscott 
Town  Report  the  past  five  years.

It  is  apparent  to  all  that  the  maintenance  of  a  water  system  in 
a  town  like  Swampscott  is  more  expensive  than  in  a  large  and 
thickly  populated  city.  The  houses  in  our  town  are  widely 
separated  as  compared  with  a  city  and  the  services  are  mainly 
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for  one  family  instead  of  two  or  three  or  more  as  is  the  case  in 
Lynn.  We  have  no  large  manufacturing  plants  and  only  one 
or  two  large  takers  of  water.  Water  is  a  source  of  revenue  in 
many  of  the  cities  while  many  of  the  towns  are  obliged  to  vote 
money,  quite  large  amounts  in  some  cases,  from  the  tax  levy. 

To  illustrate  : — The  town  of  Arlington  votes  $7,000  for  use  of 
water  in  hydrants  and  public  buildings  and  votes  a  total  amount 
of  $19,500  to  its  water  department.  In  stating  this  we  are  not 
advocating  such  a  plan  for  Swampscott  but  to  show  how  some 
towns  meet  deficiencies. 

In  making  a  comparison  of  the  revenues  of  the  water  depart- 
ment for  the  past  five  years  we  find  that  the  average  rate  of 
increase  has  been  about  $1,250  a  year  and  that  the  expenditures 
have  kept  pace  with  the  increase  of  revenue.  The  total  average 
revenue  and  the  total  average  expense  for  the  past  five  years 
being  the  same,  $24,000. 

In  computing  the  expense  we  have  not  included  the  cost  of 
meters  as  the  most  of  that  expense  was  provided  for  by  the  issue 
of  bonds. 

From  the  fact  that  the  construction  charges  have  averaged 
$7,000  for  the  past  five  years  we  believe  that  the  expenses  in  this 
department  will  not  be  so  heavy  in  the  immediate  future. 

We  believe  the  installing  of  meters  by  the  town  will  prove  a 
good  investment  as  it  will  be  a  source  of  revenue  and  a  material 
saving  in  the  use  of  water  in  future  years.  A  recent  act  of  the 
legislature  compels  all  towns  and  municipalities  in  the  Metro- 
politan District  to  meter  five  per  cent,  each  year  of  all  numetered 
services. 

Contract  vs.  District. 

We  have  explained  at  length  the  financial  condition  and 
expenditures  of  the  water  department  that  we  might  discuss  more 
intelligently  their  relation  to  the  two  propositions  before  us.  It 
is  one  of  the  most  important  questions  that  has  come  before  our 
town  for  years  and  is  one  that  calls  for  intelligent  action. 

If  the  town  could  make  a  contract  with  the  Metropolitan 
Board  which  would  guarantee  us  an  uninterrupted  supply  of 
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water  for  ten  years  it  would  at  least  settle  the  question  for  that 
time,  but  we  can  make  no  contract  for  ten,  or  even  five  years, 
without  the  Metropolitan  Board  reserving  the  right  to  cancel 
same  at  six  months'  notice  when  conditions  of  supply,  in  their 
opinion,  warrant  it.  This  Board  intimates  that  such  conditions 
may  exist  in  three  or  four  years,  possibly  more. 

It  is  therefore  apparent  to  everyone  that  it  is  only  a  question 
of  time  when  we  shall  be  obliged  to  enter  the  system,  or  stand 
an  assessment  which  will  mean  the  same  thing  or  seek  a  supply 
elsewhere. 

This  is  the  point  where  conditions  cease  and  theory  and  con- 
jecture hold  sway.  The  opinion  of  one  man  is  as  good  as 
another's  as  to  what  would  be  the  probable  result  of  above  con- 
ditions and  this  committee  does  not  wish  to  take  the  responsi- 
bility of  advising  further  than  to  say,  that  in  their  opinion  from 
the  results  of  their  investigation  as  to  obtaining  water  from  Lynn 
that  while  the  cost  would  be  problematical,  in  our  opinion  it 
would  be  about  the  same  as  Metropolitan  water. 

District. 

We  are  now  face  to  face  with  the  same  problem  that  agitated 
Swampscott  so  many  years — a  permanent  water  supply. 

In  considering  this  question  your  committee  is  not  unmindful 
of  the  present  large  debt  due  to  our  expensive  sewer  system, 
which,  together  with  our  present  water  debt,  and  loans  makes  a 
total  net  debt  of  about  $500,000.  This  places  us  23d  in  the  list 
of  towns  of  the  state  in  this  respect.  Your  committee  might 
well  hesitate  before  recommending  an  additional  $90,000. 

However,  your  committee  finds  itself  in  a  position  of  official 
responsibility  which  it  has  not  sought,  but  it  will  not  shrink  from 
what  it  believes  to  be  its  duty.  This  expenditure  places  us  in 
the  hands  of  the  State,  settling  as  it  does  once  and  for  all  the 
question  of  water  supply  : 

Swampscott  is  growing  fast  in  valuation  and  population  and 
this  expense  of  $90,000  which  seems  a  big  burden  now  will  be 
lessened  in  future  years  by  those  who  will  share  it  with  us. 

Your  committee  have  endeavered  to  take  a  broad  view  of  the 
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matter  and  look  to  the  interests  of  the  Swampscott  of  the  future. 
As  we  review  the  history  of  the  water  question  of  Swampscott 
before  its  connection  with  the  Metropolitan  System,  and  since, 
and  take  a  glance  into  the  future,  we  believe  the  best  policy  of 
the  town  is  to  settle  on  a  permanent  and  reliable  water  supply 
and  not  to  trust  too  much  to  the  uncertainty  of  the  future.  We 
believe  it  best  to  anticipate  emergencies  that  are  quite  likely  to 
occur  rather  than  to  wait  the  time  of  their  happening.  In  so 
doing  this  committee  thinks  it  is  giving  wise  and  conservative 
judgment  to  the  town. 

We  therefore  unanimously  recommend  that  Swampscott  take 
measures  to  enter  the  Metropolitan  Water  System.

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Report  of  the  Selectmen. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott  : 

The  Selectmen  herewith  present  the  following  as  their  report 
for  the  past  year,  and  include  in  the  same  recommendations  for 
the  consideration  of  the  Town  at  the  annual  March  Meeting. 

Atlantic  Avenue, 

The  work  of  rebuilding  Atlantic  avenue  by  the  Surveyor  of 
Highways,  we  consider  was  done  in  a  thorough  manner. 

All  work  was  inspected  by  representatives  of  the  Massachu- 
setts State  Highway  Commission  and  highly  approved  by  them. 
At  the  conclusion  of  the  road  building  the  surface  was  treated 
with  a  tar  preparation  which  was  recommended  by  various 
parties. 

Until  winter  came  the  surface  of  the  road  was  in  perfect  con- 
dition, but  the  cold  has  affected  the  coating  and  we  are  unable  to 
say  whether  or  not  the  higher  temperature  will  bring  the  surface 
to  its  original  condition.  We  are  advised,  however,  that  with  a 
small  expense  the  surface  can  be  made  as  good  as  new. 

Street  Watering. 
The  present  method  of  street  watering  is  very  unsatisfactory 
both  to  the  Town's  people  and  the  officials  having  the  same  in 
charge.  Unless  more  carts  are  employed  and  all  the  streets 
are  sprinkled,  and  the  same  done  by  assessment,  these  conditions 
will  continue.  As  this  will  cause  an  additional  expense  to  the 
tax  payers,  we  hesitate  to  advise  a  change  from  the  present  sys- 
tem.   The  past  summer  was  exceptionally  dry,  and  the  needs  of 
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watering  much  greater  than  in  previous  years,  consequently  the 
appropriation  for  the  purpose,  which  was  of  the  usual  amount, 
was  overdrawn.  We  have  experimented  by  using  the  calcium 
process,  so  called,  in  sprinkling,  and  while  the  results  were  sat- 
isfactory, the  expense  of  the  same  was  considerable,  and  to  treat 
the  streets  with  this  material,  under  the  present  system,  will 
require  a  larger  appropriation. 

Engine  House  Repairs. 
The  appropriation  for  this  purpose  was  expended  by  your 
committee  in  repairs.  While  this  amount  was  insufficient  to 
wholly  repair  the  building,  the  most  pressing  needs  were 
attended  to  and  the  building  considerably  improved.  An  appro- 
priation will  be  required  this  year  for  further  repairs,  and  for 
painting  the  building. 

Cemetery  Improvement. 

Bids  for  the  work  at  the  cemetery  were  advertised  for,  and 
upon  the  estimate  furnished  by  the  engineer  in  charge,  the  con- 
tract was  awarded  to  M.  McDonough,  he  being  the  lowest  bid- 
der. The  work  was  done  on  the  lines  of  the  plans  submitted  at 
the  last  annual  meeting,  and  we  were  able  to  complete  all  but  a 
small  portion  of  the  work.  After  the  ledge  removal  had  been 
completed,  it  was  found  that  the  estimate  furnished,  had  been 
exceeded  about  four  hundred  cubic  yards.  Believing  it  to  be  the 
best  policy  to  finish  the  work,  and  believing  also  that  it  could  be 
done  at  a  smaller  cost  while  the  contractor  had  all  the  utensils 
on  the  ground,  your  committee  gave  a  further  contract  to  Mr. 
McDonough  to  complete  the  work.  This  also  included  the 
erection  of  two  sightly  gate  posts  and  curbing.  The  completed 
improvement  gives  63  large  and  52  small  lots  for  burial  purposes 
at  an  approximate  cost  of  50  cents  per  lot  foot.  Large  lots 
average  300  square  feet ;  small  lots  average  100  square  feet. 

The  Selectmen  recommend  that  the  Town  consider  the  advis- 
ability of  selling  the  lots  in  this  portion  of  the  cemetery  subject 
to  the  conditions  of  perpetual  care,  that  being  the  custom  in 
many  places. 
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Farnham  Fence. 

Several  meetings  were  held  on  the  subject,  with  Mr.  Farnham 
present  at  one.  Mr.  Farnham  agreed  to  abide  by  the  survey  to 
be  made  by  Eastman  and  Bradford.  The  surveyors  reported 
the  line  substantially  as  orginally  reported  by  Mr.  Gay.  Mr. 
Farnham  now  agrees  to  waive  all  claim  to  the  land  enclosed, 
and  stand  the  entire  cost  of  the  fence,  provided  the  Town  will 
allow  the  fence  to  stand  in  its  present  location. 

Corner  Burrill  and  Essex  Streets. 

The  land  as  recommended  last  year  has  been  purchased  and 
the  Town  has  laid  circular  edgestones  around  the  property, 
making  a  very  pleasing  effect.  We  consider  that  a  very  danger- 
ous street  corner  has  been  permanently  removed. 

Claims  Against  the  Town. 
None  of  the  claims  as  reported  in  the  report  of  the  Selectmen, 
last  year,  have  been  settled,  and  the  various  matters  are  still 
pending. 

Ambulance. 

The  service  from  the  ambulance  the  past  year  has  been  reported 
as  especially  good,  and  we  see  no  need  of  any  change  in  the 
management  or  location  for  the  coming  year. 

NEW  STREETS. 

Beuna  Vista  Street. 
Since  the  last  report  of  the  Finance  Committee  the  Selectmen 
have  had  a  new  plan  made  by  Eastman  &  Bradford,  engineers, 
which  appears  to  give  satisfaction  to  the  abutters.  The  Select- 
men advertised  hearings  and  have  viewed  the  premises  and  all 
parties  interested  have  been  heard.  A  portion  of  the  Pearson 
property  has  been  secured  and  the  matter  will  be  presented  by 
an  article  in  the  Warrant  to  endorse  said  laying  out.  We 
recommend  that  the  Selectmen  be  given  power  to  deed  to  Jennie 
Greenleaf,  the  land  discontinued,  in  exchange  for  land  to  be 
deeded  by  her,  as  shown  on  plan  presented. 
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Banks  Road. 

This  street  was  originally  laid  out  by  the  Swampscott  Land 
Trust,  forty  feet  in  width,  and  built  thirty  feet.  The  Selectmen 
do  not  consider  it  feasible,  owing  to  the  large  amount  of  ledge  to 
be  removed  and  the  heavy  expense  for  construction,  to  recom- 
mend that  the  Town  build  this  extra  ten  feet  in  width,  which 
practically  means  the  Town's  rebuilding  the  entire  street. 

Walker  Road. 

We  are  favorable  to  the  laying  out  of  this  road  as  per  plan  pre- 
sented, when  all  the  waivers  are  signed.

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Report  of  School  Committee. 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Swamp scott : 

The  past  year  has  been  an  unusually  active  one  for  the  School 
Committee.  In  addition  to  giving  its  attention  to  the  ordinary 
affairs  of  the  department  the  committee  has  had  the  general 
supervision  of  the  erection  of  a  new  school  building,  new  labor- 
atories in  the  High  School  building  and  extensive  repairs  upon 
other  buildings. 

The  new  Farms  School  building  was  erected  during  the  sum- 
mer vacation  and  with  the  exception  of  a  few  finishing  touches 
was  ready  for  occupancy  at  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  in 
September.  The  new  building  contains  two  large,  well  lighted 
and  well  ventilated  rooms.  Its  exterior  is  in  perfect  harmony 
with  the  atmosphere  of  the  locality  and  the  committee  feels 
that  it  is  an  ornament  to  the  town  and  a  credit  to  its  people. 

Had  the  committee  met  with  no  unexpected  obstacles  the  new 
Farms  building  would  have  been  constructed  within  the  amount 
of  money  appropriated  for  the  purpose.  A  far  greater  amount 
of  ledge  than  was  anticipated  had  to  be  blasted  and  this  entailed 
an  expense  of  several  hundred  dollars  more  than  the  committee 
had  estimated  would  be  required.  In  consequence  the  appropri- 
ation was  slightly  overrun.  The  committee,  however,  reduced 
this  amount  by  the  sale  of  the  old  building  for  the  sum  of  $150. 

The  new  Farms  building  has  been  visited  by  representatives 
of  a  number  of  other  towns  and  they  were  unanimous  in  their 
opinion  that  it  is  a  model  of  excellence  in  a  two-room  building. 
The  grounds  surrounding  the  building  will  be  properly  graded 
this  spring  and  soon  the  spot  will  be  one  of  the  most  attractive 
in  the  town. 
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A  radical  change  was  made  at  the  High  School  building  dur- 
ing the  summer  when  two  large  rooms  were  made  into  three, 
comprising  the  physical  and  chemical  laboratories  and  a  lecture 
room  between.  Hitherto  both  the  chemical  and  physical  labor- 
atories had  been  located  in  the  small  brick  building  in  the  rear  of 
the  school  building  proper.  Proper  results  were  not  obtainable 
under  the  conditions  which  existed  and  the  wisdom  of  making 
more  commodious  and  better  arranged  quarters  for  this  most 
important  branch  of  work  has  already  been  amply  demonstrated. 

Both  pupils  and  teachers  have  much  appreciated  the  new 
laboratories  and  their  new  equipment  and  much  better  results 
have  been  obtained.  There  is  probably  no  town  in  the  common- 
wealth so  well  equipped  in  this  direction  as  Swampscott  now  is. 
The  committee  feels  that  this  step  will  be  of  lasting  benefit  to 
the  town. 

The  exodus  of  the  chemical  and  physical  department  from  the 
small  brick  building  to  the  main  building  left  the  former  vacant, 
but  only  for  the  time  being,  as  it  was  particularly  well  adapted 
for  the  needs  of  the  manual  training  department  so  auspiciously 
inaugurated  in  the  High  School  in  1907.  All  of  the  machinery 
and  other  equipment  of  this  department  was  moved  into  the 
small  building  and  put  up.  The  jar  and  noise  which  must  of 
necessity  accompany  the  operation  of  machinery  is  now  removed 
from  any  opportunity  to  disturb  the  pupils  in  their  studies,  and 
the  work  is  proceeding  very  smoothly  and  with  great  satis- 
faction in  point  of  results.  Early  last  year  Mr.  Henry  B. 
Sprague  added  $200  to  the  $1,000  which  he  had  previously 
donated,  and  this  sum  was  expended  for  additional  equipment. 
Mr.  Sprague's  generosity  and  interest  in  the  education  of  the 
children  of  the  town  are  highly  appreciated  by  the  members  of 
the  committee. 

For  the  purpose  of  making  repairs  upon  the  older  buildings 
the  town  appropriated  the  sum  of  $1,450  which  was  expended 
where  it  was  most  needed.  The  Redington  and  Essex  street 
school  buildings  were  both  treated  to  two  coats  of  paint,  and  all 
the  wooden  buildings  painted  on  the  inside.  Extensive  altera- 
tions were  made  in  the  Redington  street  building  and  as  a  result 
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two  more  rooms  were  added.  This  building  is  now  crowded, 
and  the  next  step  must  be  one  in  contemplation  of  a  new  and 
larger  building  of  adequate  size  to  care  for  the  needs  for  a  num- 
ber of  years. 

Though  the  business  depression  in  Lynn  had  its  effect  in  re- 
ducing the  normal  increase  in  the  school  registration  of  that  city 
it  apparently  had  no  effect  upon  this  Town.  The  total  enrol- 
ment at  the  opening  of  the  school  year  was  over  one  hundred 
more  than  the  previous  year.  It  was  with  much  difficulty  that 
these  pupils  were  properly  housed. 

The  fact  that  the  high  school  building  has  not  been  connected 
with  the  sewer  has  been  a  source  of  constant  annoyance  to  the 
School  Committee.  Complaints  have  been  numerous  and  the 
total  inadequacy  of  any  cesspool  arrangement  has  compelled  the 
committee  to  ask  the  Town  to  take  the  necessary  steps  to  provide 
sewer  connections.  With  about  two  hundred  people  daily  using 
the  high  school  building  no  system  of  cesspools  would  prove 
satisfactory  nor  meet  with  the  requirements  of  proper  sanitation. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  work  of  the  department  the  School 
Committee  contemplates  a  step  which  it  hopes  will  meet  with 
the  approval  of  the  Town.  Believing  it  to  be  in  the  best  inter- 
ests of  the  Town  that  our  high  school  be  placed  upon  a  plane 
with  any  other  town  of  its  size  in  the  state  the  committee  is  con- 
stantly striving  to  make  the  conditions  such  that  the  best  of  re- 
sults may  be  obtained.  The  facilities  for  commercial  and 
mechanical  drawing  work  are  entirely  inadequate  and  the  School 
Committee  hopes  to  be  able  to  make  such  changes  this  summer 
as  will  enable  it  to  give  to  the  school  ample  facilities  for  the 
proper  promotion  of  these  important  branches  of  work. 

There  are  two  rooms  adjoining  the  assembly  hall  which  at 
present  are  of  little  use  for  any  purpose.  One  is  entirely  unfin- 
ished and  is  used  largely  for  storage  purposes.  This  room  the 
committee  proposes  to  make  into  a  commercial  department  fitted 
with  all  the  appurtenances  of  a  banking  establishment.  Properly 
equipped  its  use  would  greatly  facilitate  the  work  of  the  com- 
mercial course  and  furnish  the  pupils  with  an  added  incentive  to 
lay  the  foundations  of  a  knowledge  of  business  affairs  of  inesti- 
mable value  to  them  in  after  life. 
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The  finished  room  at  the  other  side  of  the  assembly  hall  can 
be  easily  made  into  a  Well  lighted  room  for  mechanical  drawing 
purposes.  In  both  rooms  it  will  be  necessary  to  enlarge  the 
lighting  facilities  by  extending  and  increasing  the  size  of  the 
dormer  windows.  This  is  very  practical  and  can  be  done  with- 
out an  extraordinary  amount  of  expense.  The  committee  has 
secured  an  estimate  upon  plans  for  this  work  and  recommends 
to  the  town  that  the  sum  of  $3,000  be  appropriated  to  make  the 
necessary  alterations  and  provide  adequate  equipment.  The 
consummation  of  this  prospect  would  practically  complete  the 
work  of  the  committee  in  the  direction  of  providing  adequate 
facilities  for  the  proper  promotion  of  all  branches  of  high  school 
work. 

Though  the  town  was  most  generous  in  its  treatment  of  the 
school  department  last  year  the  constantly  increasing  growth  of 
the  schools  has  made  it  a  perplexing  problem  to  keep  down  the 
expenses  without  jeopardizing  the  interests  of  the  pupils.  The 
committee  feels  that  the  people  of  Swampscott  desire  that  their 
children  shall  be  as  well  equipped  for  the  battle  of  life  as  the 
children  of  any  other  community  and  it  has  been  its  constant  and 
conscientious  endeavor  to  give  thenri  the  maximum  of  knowledge 
with  the  minimum  of  expense. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  meetings  of  the  committee  numerous 
special  meetings,  for  the  most  part  of  an  entirely  informal  nature, 
have  been  held  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  the  various  problems 
which  are  constantly  arising.  There  has  been  no  stint  in  the 
time  which  the  committee  has  given  to  the  work,  each  member 
feeling  it  to  be  his  duty  to  devote  as  much  of  his  time  to  the 
work  of  the  schools  as  his  private  interests  would  permit.  The 
committtee  feels  that  at  this  time  the  organization  of  the  schools 
is  in  splendid  condition  and  that  the  results,  which  are  only 
obtainable  under  a  proper  working  system,  will  show  a  higher 
degree  of  efficiency  than  ever  before. 

The  committee  has  been  fortunate  in  securing  most  loyal  co- 
operation on  the  part  of  superintendent,  principals  and  teachers. 
All  are  working  in  harmony  for  the  best  interests  of  the  school 
and  with  the  co-operation  of  the  people  of  the  town  the  commit- 
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tee  feels  that  a  degree  of  excellence  will  soon  be  obtained  which 
will  be  an  example  for  other  towns  to  follow. 

The  schools  should  be  the  first  consideration  of  any  town  or 
municipality.  Upon  their  work  depends  the  character  of  the 
next  generation.  If  they  are  properly  supported  and  their  affairs 
are  administered  wisely  and  economically,  there  can  be  no  ques- 
tion as  to  the  measure  of  good  results  they  will  obtain.  The 
committee  hopes  that  a  closer  interest  will  be  taken  in  the  affairs 
of  the  school ;  that  there  will  be  less  reluctance  upon  the  part 
of  parents  to  inquire  what  is  being  done,  and  that  they  will  carry 
their  interest  into  a  more  frequent  inspection  into  the  actual 
workings  of  the  department.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  School  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott : 

My  third  Annual  Report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  January  i, 
1909,  is  herewith  presented  for  your  consideration. 

January  i,  1908  our  schools,  not  including  the  high  school, 
were  seated  in  twenty-one  rooms  with  an  average  of  39  pupils  to 
each  room.  September  14,  1908,  the  same  number  of  rooms 
were  occupied  with  an  average  of  41  pupils  in  each  room.  The 
increased  attendance  at  the  high  school  required  more  room  for 
the  work  in  that  building,  thereby  necessitating  the  removal  of 
the  sixth  grade  to  the  Redington  street  building  and  the  seventh 
grade  to  the  Beach  building. 

The  new  building  in  the  Farm  district  has  been  occupied  by 
the  primary  pupils  of  that  district  and  the  Beach  district,  and 
even  now  is  filled  nearly  to  its  maximum  capacity.  It  is  unfortu- 
nate for  our  school  system  that  the  Town  has  not  in  past  years 
built  more  wisely  in  the  construction  of  school  buildings.  Within 
the  past  four  years,  two  new  buildings  have  been  erected ;  but 
with  this  addition  of  nine  rooms  to  our  school  accomodations, 
the  question  of  another  new  building  is  forced  upon  us  for  im- 
mediate consideration.  The  Redington  street  building  is,  in  its 
present  condition  a  menace  to  good  school  work.  It  is  unsani- 
tary, poorly  arranged,  too  small,  and  dangerous  in  case  of  fire, 
when  filled  to  its  present  capacity.  A  building  erected  to  house 
four  grades, — it  is  now  occupied  by  six  grades.  No  plan  of  re- 
pairs which  can  be  conceived  will  remedy  these  conditions.  The 
building  is  too  old  to  justify  repairing.  There  is  then  only  one 
alternative — a  new  building — built  not  only  to  accommodate  the 
present  needs,  but  built  large  enough  to  meet  the  increased  de- 
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mands  of  the  future.  Next  year  the  eighth  grade  class  in  the 
high  school  must  move.  The  only  logical  place  for  it  is  at  Red- 
ington  street ;  but  with  its  present  capacity  that  building  cannot 
accommodate  more  pupils.  By  next  year,  our  attendance  will 
have  increased  enough  to  necessitate  the  transfer  of  extra  pupils 
from  Redington  street  to  other  schools,  besides  the  rental  of  a 
room  for  the  Phillips  school  eighth  grade. 

These  conditions  then  must  convince  you  and  the  people  of 
the  town  that  a  new  building  is  needed  at  Redington  street.  My 
recommendation  would  be  for  a  building  of  twelve  to  sixteen 
rooms  with  an  assembly  hall  suitable  for  all  public  exercises 
connected  with  the  schools,  besides  rooms  for  the  committee  and 
Superintendent.  I  believe  that  the  broad,  generous  and  far- 
sighted  policy  of  your  townsmen  will  cause  them  to  see  the  advis- 
ability of  adopting  such  a  recommendation  from  your  committee. 

It  is  doubtful  if  any  other  expenditure  of  money  is  so  advan- 
tageously used  to  further  the  interests  of  the  town  materially, 
intellectually  and  morally,  as  in  the  erection  of  beautiful,  well- 
equipped  school  buildings.  Each  new  school  becomes  a  center 
of  civic  pride  and  interest.  A  new  impulse  is  given  not  only  to 
school  interests  but  to  all  other  allied  interests  that  go  to  build  up 
the  life  of  the  town.  A  seat  in  a  good  school  is  the  birthright 
of  every  boy  and  girl.  This  means  more  than  at  first  appears. 
The  growth  of  our  school  population  since  the  construction  of 
the  Clarke  school  indicates  that  we  shall  need  three  extra  rooms 
for  every  two  years  during  the  next  decade.  The  policy  of  the 
town  in  the  past  and  the  increasing  wealth  and  pride  of  the 
people,  leave  no  doubt  that  these  demands  will  be  met. 

Equipment. 

The  extensive  repairs  made  last  year  at  the  High  School  have 
greatly  improved  the  work,  especially  in  the  science  and  manual 
training  departments.  The  present  laboratory  facilities  in  our 
High  School  are  as  good  as  can  be  found  in  any  High  School  in 
the  State.  The  wisdom  of  installing  such  an  equipment  already 
has  shown  itself  in  the  high  grade  of  work  done  in  that  depart- 
ment.

The  removal  of  the  manual  training  plant  to  the  old  labora- 
tory building  has  not  only  improved  the  conditions  for  good 
work  in  that  department,  but  has  removed  the  disturbing  noise 
of  the  lathes  from  close  proximity  to  the  High  School  class 
rooms.  To  put  our  High  School  building  in  condition  to  meet 
the  grov^ing  demands  of  the  work,  two  other  changes  need  to  be 
made  at  once.  A  room  should  be  equipped  for  the  work  of  the 
Commercial  department.  At  present  these  classes  are  using  the 
old  office  room  which  is  too  small  to  accommodate  the  number 
of  pupils  electing  this  work.  At  comparatively  small  expense, 
the  room  on  the  third  floor,  south  of  the  assembly  hall,  could  be 
fitted  up  to  meet  the  needs  of  this  department  for  many  years. 
This  will  necessitate  the  removal  of  the  drawing  classes.  To 
accommodade  the  latter,  I  recommend  that  the  room  at  the 
north  of  the  assembly  hall  be  made  into  a  drawing  studio,  and 
that  drawers,  lockers,  cupboards  and  shelves  be  installed  in 
which  to  place  the  drawing  materials.  Under  the  present  con- 
ditions, there  is  no  place  to  store  the  paper  and  utensils  used  by 
the  drawing  classes  and  as  a  result  much  of  this  costly  material 
is  lost  to  the  school.  A  room  properly  equipped  would  avoid 
such  a  waste  of  material  and  at  the  same  time  it  would  greatly 
improve  the  nature  of  the  work  in  ths  department  of  the  school. 

Fire  Drill. 

During  the  year  all  the  buildings  have  been  equipped  with  fire 
gongs,  and  each  month  the  teachers  and  pupils  have  practised 
the  fire  drill,  so  that  the  length  of  time  required  to  get  all  pupils 
out  of  the  buildings,  safely,  has  been  reduced  to  the  minimum. 
In  some  of  the  buildings,  as  at  Essex  and  Redington,  the  condi- 
tions are  such  as  to  demand  the  greatest  care  by  the  teachers  to 
avoid  injury  should  a  fire  occur.  The  superintendent  has  insisted 
that  all  locks  on  exits  be  kept  in  such  a  condition  as  to  readily 
respond  to  use  whenever  occasion  requires. 

Teachers. 

As  is  the  teacher,  so  is  the  school.  This  is  a  maxim  which 
every  day  of  school  work  more  firmly  convinces  me  to  be  true. 
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The  teacher  is  the  one  vital  necessity  in  the  accomplishment  of 
the  great  purpose  for  which  our  schools  were  established.  A 
splendid  building,  however  well  equipped,  does  not  constitute  a 
school ;  fill  it  with  the  best  of  the  children  of  the  community, 
and  even  then  you  do  not  have  a  school,  probably  nothing  more 
than  a  mob.  It  becomes  a  school  only  when  the  teacher  enters, 
and  the  kind  of  school  it  is  to  become  depends  upon  the  kind  of 
teacher  who  takes  charge.  To  all  intents  and  purposes  then,  the 
teacher  makes  the  school.  If  she  be  neat  and  cleanly  in  dress 
and  personal  appearance,  the  children  will  be  inclined  in  the 
same  direction  ;  if  she  have  noble  thoughts  and  lofty  ideals,  these 
will  influence  the  character  of  her  pupils ;  if  she  be  kind  and 
thoughtful  for  others,  firm  but  fair,  accurate  in  thought  and  word, 
earnest,  enthusiastic,  cheerful,  loyal, encouraging,  happy, — these 
all  will  find  lodgement  in  the  life  and  character  of  her  children. 

On  the  other  hand  the  dissatisfied,  grumbling,  scolding, 
gossiping,  irritable,  fault-finding,  pessimistic  teacher  always  has 
a  school  which  causes  her  and  others  a  deal  of  trouble,  and  which 
makes  little  progress  in  its  work,  but  which  invariably  reflects 
the  characteristics  of  its  teacher.  Good,  bad,  or  indifferent  then, 
the  teacher  determines  the  character  of  the  school  over  which 
she  presides. 

When  an  excellent  teacher  enters  a  school  room,  there  enters 
a  power  for  good,  imtneasuarably  greater  than  that  of  all  books 
and  apparatus  which  it  is  possible  to  supply.  Indeed  these  are 
useless  without  her.  The  one  great  problem  then  is  that  of 
supplying  every  school  room  with  such  a  teacher.  To  the 
accomplishment  of  this  nothing  should  stand  in  the  way. 
Political  favor,  personal  friendship,  sympathy  because  of  need, 
community  preferment,  none  of  these  should  constitute  a  just 
reason  for  placing  a  teacher  in  charge  of  children  when  a  better 
teacher  is  available.  In  the  selection  of  the  teacher  the  children 
only  should  be  considered. 

There  are  two  classes  of  teachers  in  every  school  system. 
One  of  these — the  better  class — we  may  call  professional  teach- 
ers. They  love  their  work  and  put  heart  and  soul  into  it.  They 
aim  at  securing  the  attention  and  confidence  of  their  pupils,  and 
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after  securing  these,  hold  them.  They  stimulate  effort  on  the 
part  of  their  pupils  and  the  work  in  their  rooms  goes  on  without 
friction.  They  do  not  expect  all  the  pupils  to  toe  the  same  line, 
but  they  recognize  the  weaknesses  of  some  and  the  mental  vigor 
of  others,  giving  all  just  consideration.  Their  schools  are  al- 
ways in  the  best  of  spirits,  and  consequently  their  pupils  do  ex- 
cellent work.  Ninety  per  cent  of  their  pupils  pass  because  they 
feel  that  failure  would  be  a  reflection  on  themselves  as  well  as 
their  teacher.  They  never  humiliate  a  pupil  in  the  presence  of 
his  classmates,  but  always  are  just  with  all.  They  are  always 
eager  to  help  each  member  of  their  class  and  each  pupil  knows 
this  without  being  told.  In  a  word,  the  professional  teacher 
finds  out  what  each  child  knows,  not  what  he  does  not  know, 
and  begins  at  that  point.  She  knows  the  ''point  of  contact" 
between  the  known  and  the  unknown  in  everyone  of  her  pupils. 

The  other  class  comprises  those  who  regard  teaching  as  a  task, 
who  enter  the  profession  until  some  more  congenial  occupation 
is  open  to  them.  Such  teachers'  work  is  mechanical,  unattract- 
ive to  them,  poorly  done,  and  often  barren  of  good  results.  As 
our  writer  puts  it,  such  teaching  is  "an  effort  to  pour  into  a 
reluctant  mind  some  unintelligible  bit  of  cipher  knowledge  and 
to  cook  it  down  by  punishment.  It  disagrees,  it  ferments,  the 
cork  flies  out,  the  noxious  stuff  is  spilt ;  but  the  taskmaster  be- 
lieves it  is  all  right  because  of  the  effort  he  made  to  get  it  in.'* 

Teachers  of  this  latter  class  we  do  not  want,  only  the  wide- 
awake, energetic  inspiring,  professional  teacher  is  worthy  of  a 
place  in  our  schools.  Such  teachers  are  hard  to  find  and  are 
diflficult  to  secure  because  their  services  are  always  in  demand, 
and  that,  too,  where  remuneration  is  greatest.  Our  salaries  then 
must  be  high  enough  to  enable  us  to  draw  to  our  schools  the 
best  teachers  from  the  best  schools,  and  to  prevent  the  best 
schools  from  taking  our  best  teachers.  It  is  urgently  necessary 
therefore  that  our  salaries  be  made  sufficiently  high  to  attract  and 
keep  in  our  service  only  the  best  teachers. 
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Course  of  Study. 
The  new  course  of  study  is  ready  to  be  put  into  the  hands  of 
the  printer,  and  with  a  copy  of  it  in  the  hands  of  each  teacher, 
I  am  sure  that  better  results  will  be  obtained  in  scholarship  and 
gradation.  The  new  course  will  include  outlines  in  Reading, 
Arithmetic,  Geography,  Spelling,  Language,  Physiology,  His- 
tory, Nature  Work,  Literature,  Music  and  Drawing.  I  feel 
especially  indebted  to  the  teachers  for  their  invaluable  assistance 
in  completing  this  work  which  required  a  vast  amount  of  time 
and  effort  on  the  part  of  all  concerned  in  its  production. 

Mothers'  Club. 

Last  fall,  this  new  organization  came  into  existence,  and  its 
efforts  are  pledged  to  the  improvement  of  our  schools,  by  bring- 
ing teachers  and  parents  into  closer  relationship,  and  by  the  im- 
provement of  conditions  in  those  homes  where  parental  guidance 
of  children  is  lacking.  Under  the  wise  direction  of  Mrs.  Arthur 
Widger,  the  Mothers'  Club  is  already  making  its  usefulness  felt, 
not  only  in  our  schools,  but  in  the  whole  town.  Several  in- 
structive lectures  have  been  given  during  the  year,  and  in  addi- 
tion the  club  at  each  meeting  discusses  some  phase  of  school  life 
which  is  of  direct  interest  both  to  teachers  and  parents.  I  look 
for  even  more  helpful  results  from  the  efforts  of  this  organization 
of  the  mothers  of  our  boys  and  girls.  Some  of  these  results  I 
may  mention  here  :  the  encouragement  of  regular  attendance  and 
home  study ;  easier  discipline  in  the  school-room  ;  a  better  un- 
derstanding by  the  teacher  of  the  child  and  his  home  life ;  a  bet- 
ter understanding  by  the  parents  of  the  school  and  its  problems; 
mutual  interest  and  helpfulness  between  the  home  and  the  school. 

Recommendations. 

The  liberal  policy  of  the  committee  in  providing  material 
equipment  for  our  schools  has  contributed  much  toward  the 
improvement  of  the  work.  This  is  especially  true  in  the  matter 
of  text  books.  There  is  still  one  department  of  our  work,  Read- 
ing, in  which  many  of  the  books  have  outlived  their  usefulness. 
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I  have  made  out  a  list  of  new  books  in  Reading  which  will  be 
submitted  to  you  for  adoption,  with  the  recommendation  that 
future  purchases  be  made  from  this  list  with  the  view  to 
replace  old  text  books  with  new  and  better  ones. 

Last  year,  I  recommended  to  the  committee  the  advisability  of 
engaging  the  services  of  a  permanent  substitute,  who  could  be 
employed  when  not  substituting,  in  helping  backward  pupils  in 
those  buildings  where  crowded  conditions  prevent  teachers  from 
doing  individual  work.  Not  only  would  such  a  teacher  greatly 
help  to  raise  the  standard  of  scholarship  among  the  backward 
pupils,  but  she  would  greatly  minimize  the  loss  now  incurred 
by  hiring  substitutes  from  among  unemployed  teachers.  I  hope 
the  committee  will  be  able  to  furnish  me  with  such  a  teacher  at 
once. 

Again  I  call  the  attention  of  the  committee  to  the  need  of 
revising  and  printing  the  rules  for  distribution,  that  the  patrons  of 
the  schools  may  be  made  better  acquainted  with  the  regulations 
governing  our  schools. 

The  library  at  the  High  School  is  not  provided  with  a  number 
of  reference  books  which  are  indispensable  to  the  work  of  the 
various  departments.  I  recommend  that  the  committee  expend 
the  sum  of  $ioo  to  provide  such  books  as,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
principal  are  most  needed. 

There  is  urgent  need  that  electric  lights  be  installed  in  the 
Clarke  School,  and  the  Farm  School.  During  the  short  dark 
days  of  winter  both  teachers  and  pupils  in  these  schools  have 
been  put  to  a  great  disadvantage  through  the  lack  of  lighting 
facilities. 

Last  year  I  called  your  attention  to  the  need  of  telephone  con- 
nection with  the  different  buildings.  In  those  buildings  where 
there  are  no  telephones  the  services  of  the  school  physician  and 
truant  officer  are  of  little  use  as  these  individuals  cannot  be  se- 
cured until  it  is  too  late  to  make  their  services  of  value.  I  hope 
that  all  our  buildings  will  be  provided  with  telephones  before 
the  beginning  of  another  year. 
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Leaving  School. 

One  of  the  most  serious  and  difficult  problems  of  the  public 
schools,  and  one  which  truant  officer,  teachers  and  superintendent 
are  trying  earnestly  and  persistently  to  solve,  is  that  of  keeping 
boys  and  girls  in  the  schools  until  they  at  least  shall  have  com- 
pleted the  work  of  the  grades  or  until  the  schools  shall  have  had 
the  opportunity  to  accomplish  the  purpose  for  which  they  are 
maintained  ;  for  there  can  be  no  justification  of  taxation  for 
school  purposes  if  children  are  permitted  to  remain  out,  or  are 
taken  out,  of  school,  to  be  put  to  work,  and  thus  grow  up  in 
ignorance,  and  perhaps  become  a  menace  to  the  community. 
With  every  opportunity  available  to  their  children  for  obtaining 
an  education  it  is  inconceivable  that  parents,  when  able  at  least 
to  clothe  and  feed  their  offspring,  should  be  not  only  willing, 
but  in  many  cases,  anxious  to  condemn  them  to  a  life  of  unat- 
tractive and  unpromising  toil. 

So  far  this  year,  I  have  issued  26  tickets  of  employment  while 
others  are  still  under  consideration.  A  glance  at  the  table  of 
enrolment  by  grades  will  show  you  clearly  the  falling  off  in  at- 
tendance in  the  upper  grades  and  the  need  of  a  more  strict  com- 
pulsory attendance  law  to  prevent  children  from  leaving  the 
schools. 

School  Supervision. 

This  phase  of  school  work  should  bring  the  superintendent, 
who  is  the  executive  agent  of  the  School  Committee,  into  direct 
contract  with  the  parents.  If  parents  will  realize  that  it  is  the 
superintendent  who  is  directly  responsible  for  conditions  in  the 
schools,  and  not  the  committee,  they  will  know  that  it  is  to  him 
they  may  look  for  the  correction  of  any  injustice  to  their  children 
and  not  to  members  of  the  School  Committee.  All  grievances 
presented  to  the  committee  are  referred  to  the  superintendent  for 
adjustment,  consequently  it  will  remove  all  possibility  of  mis- 
understanding if  parents  will  call  on  the  superintendent  during 
his  office  hours  when  any  matter  relating  to  their  children 
requires  consideration.  We  have  in  our  schools  children  from 
many  homes.    It  is  not  strange,  then,  that  the  schools  cannot  be 
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administered  in  every  minor  detail  to  the  satisfaction  of  everyone. 
No  set  of  rules  could  be  made  which  w^ould  meet  every  contingent 
of  school  management.  Teachers  and  school  officials  are  not 
infallible.  However  they  do  their  work  conscientiously  despite 
their  errors.  "The  man  who  never  makes  mistakes  never  makes 
anything.'* 

Most  school  troubles  are  the  result  of  misunderstandings.  If 
in  such  cases  parents  will  visit  the  teacher  the  chances  are  that 
the  best  interests  will  be  subserved.  The  teachers  are  not 
enemies  to  the  children,  as  is  so  often  supposed.  On  the  con- 
trary, they  are  the  children  and  parents'  best  friends.  Parents 
should  find  time  in  which  to  interview  teachers  in  the  interest  of 
their  children. 

Nearly  every  teacher  will  fail  with  a  pupil  if  she  has  not  the 
co-operation  of  the  parents.  It  is  not  sufficient  to  take  the 
child's  word  for  what  transpires  in  school.  Several  cases  have 
arisen  this  year  of  children  whom  I  know  to  be  truthful,  but 
whose  statements  about  the  schools  have  been  unreliable. 
Children's  impressions,  owing  to  immature  judgment,  are  apt  to 
be  colored  by  their  feelings  and  sentiments.  A  timely  interview 
with  teacher  or  superintendent,  in  such  cases,  need  never  fail 
satisfactorily  to  set  right  such  misinformation. 


Medical  Inspection. 

If  the  aim  of  education  is  to  prepare  children  for  "complete 
living,"  it  is  then  the  duty  of  the  school  not  only  "to  open  the 
child's  mind  and  let  the  world  in,"  but  also  to  increase  his  phys- 
ical powers.  There  are  many  children  in  schools  who  are  kept 
back  in  their  work  solely  because  of  some  physical  defect  affect- 
ing the  eyes,  ears,  nose,  throat  or  nervous  system.  A  word  of 
warning  from  the  school  physician  should  lead  parents  to  take 
steps  necessary  to  the  removal  of  such  defects.  It  is  a  serious 
matter  to  allow  children  to  grow  to  maturity,  afflicted  with  some 
bodily  ailment  which  will  handicap  their  usefulness  and  happi- 
ness through  life.  Mental  and  physical  waste  from  disease  is 
deplorable,  especially  when  such  disease  is  remediable.  For 
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the  sake  of  our  children  and  for  economic  reasons  the  superin- 
tendent urges  all  parents  to  consider  more  carefully  the  health 
of  their  children. 

After  two  years  of  operation  of  the  laws  requiring  medical 
inspection  and  the  examination  of  pupils'  sight  and  hearing, 
there  still  seem  to  be  many  parents  who  are  ignorant  of  the  fact 
that  such  examinations  are  compulsory.  Many  of  these  same 
parents  go  so  far  as  to  inform  teachers  that  their  children  must 
not  be  examined.  What  sane  reason  they  can  have  for  making 
such  requests  it  is  difficult  to  imagine.  They  fail  to  realize  that 
the  school  authorities  are  working  in  the  interests  of  their  chil- 
dren when  they  are  looking  after  their  physical  well-being.  The 
superintendent  has  felt  that  it  is  useless  to  consider  such  cases, 
and  has  always  told  the  teachers  to  do  their  duty  by  every  child. 
Time  will,  we  hope,  remedy  such  misunderstanding  on  the  par- 
ents' part.  The  good  resulting  from  these  two  laws  cannot  be 
estimated.  Hereafter,  co-operation  between  the  home  and  the 
school,  I  am  sure,  will  result  in  greatly  improved  health  condi- 
tions among  our  pupils. 

The  general  tone  of  the  schools  is  of  a  high  grade.  Trouble 
between  teachers  and  pupils,  and  home  and  teachers,  has  been 
reduced  to  a  minimum  and  has  never  been  of  a  serious  nature. 
The  spirit  of  the  teachers  is  commendable,  and  the  principals 
have  been  untiring  in  their  efforts  to  raise  the  standard  of  their 
individual  schools.

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Report  of  Principal  of  High  School 

Mr.    William  J.  Pelo^  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Dear  Sir, — I  herewith  submit  my  second  annual  report  of 
the  High  School. 

The  changes  that  take  place  from  day  to  day  in  the  develop- 
ment of  the  school  are  scarcely  perceptible.  It  takes  time  for 
a  school  system  to  adapt  itself  to  a  new  course  of  study  and  to 
new  teachers.  When,  however,  a  comparison  is  made  between 
conditions  of  a  year  ago  and  those  which  are  existing  today,  then 
a  difference  is  very  readily  seen.  The  membership  of  the  school 
has  increased,  the  total  registration  since  September  1908  being 
163,  compared  with  154  for  the  corresponding  time  of  a  year 
ago.  If  the  school  continues  to  experience  a  like  growth,  an 
additional  teacher  will  soon  be  required. 

During  the  past  year,  many  changes  have  been  made  in  the 
building  and  its  equipment.  The  office  and  library  have  been 
moved  to  the  first  floor.  A  program  clock  and  secondary  clocks 
have  been  installed  in  each  recitation  room,  thereby  simplifying 
the  work  of  the  principal  and  the  running  of  the  school.  The 
new  physical  and  chemical  laboratories  and  lecture  room  on  the 
second  floor  have  helped  materially  to  increase  the  efficiency  of 
the  school  work.  We  are  all  grateful  to  the  school  authorities 
for  their  prompt  action  in  providing  adequate  accommodations 
for  this  department.  You  will  be  pleased  to  know  that  the 
teacher  in  science  reports  that  this  year  she  has  secured  better 
results  than  ever  before.  The  pupils  appreciate  what  has  been 
done  for  them  and  take  pride  in  these  laboratories,  which  for  their 
size  are  surpassed  in  few  schools  of  our  state.  The  manual 
training  department  has  been  moved  to  the  building  formerly 
used  by  the  science  laboratory.  Three  new  benches  have  been 
added  and  other  equipment  installed  to  provide  for  the  increased 
number  of  pupils  who  take  this  subject.  The  large  number 
who  elect  this  work,  about  one  fifth  of  the  total  membership  of 
the  school,  shows  how  much  it  is  appreciated.  The  work  done 
is  very  satisfactory. 
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In  my  last  report  I  mentioned  the  unsatisfactory  accommoda- 
tions for  commercial  work.  I  think  the  time  has  come  when 
something  should  be  done  to  provide  for  this  department.  The 
number  of  pupils  who  elect  this  course  is  increasing,  and  nothing 
should  be  left  undone  to  make  it  as  strong  as  possible.  The 
fallacy  that  a  grammar  school  graduate  or  a  pupil  after  one  or 
two  years  in  high  school  can,  with  the  superficial  polish  of  a 
business  college,  be  manufactured  in  a  few  weeks  into  a  first- 
class  bookkeeper  or  stenographer  and  typewriter  was  long  ago 
exploded.  Business  houses  prefer  a  high  school  graduate.  They 
realize  that  the  high  school  with  a  good  course  in  commercial 
branches,  when  combined  with  constant  work  in  English  and 
Mathematics  and  supplemented  with  Science  and  History,  is 
better  able  to  build  a  foundation  for  the  aspirant  for  a  position  in 
the  business  world.  We  now  need  a  room  devoted  exclusively 
to  this  commercial  department  and  supplied  with  a  complete 
outfit  of  desks  and  office  equipment. 

During  the  past  year  the  classes  in  drawing  have  been  con- 
ducted in  the  room  adjoining  the  assembly  hall  on  the  third  floor. 
The  light  is  insuflicient  and  there  are  no  accommodations  for 
drawing  boards,  models,  supplies,  etc.  The  expenditure  of  a 
small  amount  of  money  in  this  department  would  greatly  add  to 
its  efficiency. 

The  pupils  feel  greatly  the  need  of  a  place  where  a  small 
lunch  could  be  obtained  at  recess.  There  are  now  in  the  build- 
ing nearly  two  hundred  pupils  who  are  obliged  to  leave  home  in 
some  cases  as  early  as  7.30  o'clock  in  the  morning  and  who  do 
not  return  until  nearly  2  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  There  is 
ample  room  in  the  basement  for  a  small  kitchen  and  lunchroom, 
and  I  believe  due  consideration  for  the  health  and  comforts  of 
the  pupils  requires  that  some  provision  be  made  in  this  matter. 

Although  the  school  owns  a  projecting  lantern,  it  does  not  pos- 
sess enough  lantern  slides  to  be  of  any  material  use.  Schools 
which  are  now  purchasing  lanters  select  what  is  called  an  opaque 
projector,  by  means  of  which  illustrations  in  books,  pictures, 
photographs,  and  various  kinds  of  substances  can  be  reproduced 
on  the  screen,  as  well  as  lantern  slides.    I  would  recommend 
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that  some  disposition  be  made  of  the  present  lantern  and  that  a 
sufficient  appropriation  be  made  to  purchase  a  modern  opaque 
projector  with  a  sufficient  number  of  slides  to  make  it  of  some 
material  service  to  the  school. 

I  had  hoped  that  the  School  Committee  would  find  that  the 
appropriation  for  this  year  would  allow  them  to  provide  window 
shades,  retint  the  walls  and  ceilings  of  the  school-rooms  and  as- 
sembly hall,  and  also  paint  the  wood  work  of  the  building  which 
is  exposed  to  the  weather.  No  repairs  along  this  line  have  been 
made  since  the  building  was  erected.  The  shades  are  worn  out 
and  the  woodwork  shows  signs  of  decay.  The  walls  and  ceil- 
ings are  dingy,  and  in  many  places  the  plastering  is  cracked  and 
has  already  begun  to  fall.  I  hope  that  we  shall  see  these  matters 
attended  to  during  this  coming  year. 

The  books  in  the  school  library  have  all  been  catalogued  and 
numbered  and  there  are  a  total  of  680  volumes.  Certain  depart- 
ments in  the  school  are  still  sadly  in  need  of  reference  books  and 
I  wish  I  might  see  an  appropriation  made  annually  for  the  next 
few  years  for  the  demands  of  this  necessary  part  of  the  school. 

Some  years  ago,  a  fund  was  given  the  school  by  David  K.  and 
Leonard  H.  Phillips,  the  income  of  which  was  to  be  used  in  the 
purchase  of  four  medals  to  be  assigned  annually  to  pupils  in  the 
high  school,  as  follows :  One  gold  metal  to  the  pupil  excelling 
in  scholarship ;  one  silver  medal  for  excellence  in  English  com- 
position and  declamation  ;  and  two  silver  medals  for  excellence 
in  deportment.  Many  times  in  the  past,  difficulty  has  been 
experienced  in  assigning  the  medal  for  English  composition  and 
declamation.  The  pupil  may  do  very  good  work  in  one  of  these 
subjects  and  very  poor  in  the  other.  Seldom  does  the  same 
pupil  excel  in  both.  Personally,  I  do  not  believe  in  giving  a 
prize  for  good  behavior  in  school.  Invariably  it  must  be  given 
to  some  pupil  who  is  negatively  good,  while  the  mischievous 
boy,  who  has  tried  to  restrain  his  effervescent  spirts  and  some- 
times failed,  receives  no  reward,  although  deserving  of  much  the 
greater  praise.  For  these  reasons,  Mr.  Leonard  H.  Phillips 
sanctioned  a  change  in  the  deed  of  gift  whereby  one  gold  medal 
is  to  be  assigned  for  excellence  in  scholarship  ;  one  silver  medal 
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for  excellence  in  English  composition  ;  and  two  silver  medals 
for  excellence  in  declamation.  The  prize  speaking  contest  for 
these  last  two  medals  was  held  in  the  assembly  hall  on  May  22, 
and  the  three  judges,  George  P.  Campbell  of  Marblehead,  Rev. 
Ralph  A.  Ward,  and  Elisha  M.  Stevens  of  Lynn,  assigned  the 
medals  to  Anna  F.  Deery,  1908,  and  Ralph  F.  Symonds,  1908. 
Second  prizes,  consisting  of  books  provided  by  the  School  Com- 
mitte,  were  awarded  Gladys  E.  Macleod,  1912,  and  Sydney  J. 
Young,  1908.  On  the  evening  of  the  graduation  the  gold  medal 
for  excellence  in  scholarship  was  awarded  to  Ralph  E.  Symonds 
and  a  silver  medal  for  excellence  in  English  composition  to 
Louise  F.  Keefe. 

The  pupils,  on  the  whole,  are  taking  their  school  work  more 
seriously,  and  are  realizing  that  the  High  School  is  giving  them 
something  that  is  needed  by  every  boy  and  girl  before  entering 
upon  the  serious  problem  of  a  life  employment.  In  my  report 
of  a  year  ago,  I  called  your  attention  to  the  new  course  of  study 
which  has  been  introduced.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  say  that  a  year's 
trial  has  justified  the  changes,  and  many  pupils  in  the  upper 
classes  have  expressed  the  wish  that  they  might  have  enjoyed  its 
advantages  in  the  earlier  years  of  their  High  School  course.  A 
greater  desire  to  make  the  High  School  course  a  preparation  for 
work  in  higher  institutions  is  much  in  evidence.  As  yet,  no  at- 
tempt has  been  made  to  have  this  school  placed  upon  a  list  of 
schools  whose  certificate  is  accepted  by  the  New  England  Col- 
lege Examining  Board.  Before  asking  for  this  privilege,  it  has 
seemed  best  that  the  new  course  of  study  should  have  a  thorough 
trial  and  that  the  school  be  supplied  with  such  needed  equipment 
as  is  essential  to  secure  the  desired  results.  At  the  proper  time 
an  application  will  be  made  to  secure  the  certificate  privilege,  and 
I  hope  it  will  be  obtained  before  another  year.  The  fact  that 
the  school  does  not  now  enjoy  the  privilege  is  no  reflection  upon 
the  quality  of  work  done.  Of  last  year's  graduating  class,  all 
who  tried  college  entrance  examinations  were  successful  and 
were  admitted  without  condition,  as  follows  :  To  Massachusetts 
Institute  of  Technology,  one ;  Boston  University,  one ;  Tufts 
College,  two;  also  two  members  were  admitted  to  Salem  Nor- 
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mal  School,  and  one  to  Tufts  Dental  School  either  by  examina- 
tion or  certificate.  From  the  present  senior  and  junior  classes 
it  is  probable  that  even  a  larger  number  will  enter  higher  insti- 
tutions. 

The  percentage  of  attendance  is  about  the  same  as  for  the 
year  previous.  There  are,  however,  too  many  who  are  unneces- 
sarily absent.  Some,  of  course,  are  obliged  to  stay  at  home  on 
account  of  sickness,  and  in  such  cases  the  inevitable  is  gracefully 
accepted.  The  trouble  arises  in  the  case  of  those  pupils  who 
are  absent  without  any  valid  excuse  and  thereby  fall  behind  in 
their  work  and  retard,  not  only  their  own  progress,  but  that  of 
their  classmates. 

As  regards  punctuality  of  attendance,  there  has  been  no  marked 
improvement  except  for  the  past  few  weeks  during  which  the 
matter  has  been  handled  with  considerable  severity.  Tardiness, 
except  in  extreme  cases,  is  inexcusable  and  would  not  be  toler- 
ated in  the  business  world.  Punctuality  is  one  of  the  first  requi- 
sites demanded  by  business  houses  where  many  pupils  will 
eventually  begin  their  life  work.  The  habit  of  being  punctual 
should  be  acquired  in  school.  Parents  can  be  of  great  assistance, 
if  they  will  insist  that  their  children  start  in  time  to  allow  them 
to  reach  school  and  get  ready  for  their  day's  work  at  eight 
o'clock.  It  seems  proper  at  this  time  to  request  the  parents  to 
help  me  remedy  this  defect. 

On  the  reports  sent  home  to  the  parents  from  time  to  time,  an 
effort  is  made  to  state,  not  only  the  pupil's  standing  in  his  studies 
but  also  the  criticisms  concerning  his  deportment  that  come  to 
the  principal  from  the  several  teachers.  These  report  cards 
should  be  examined  carefully  by  the  parents,  and  when  it  is 
found  that  either  lessons  or  conduct  is  unsatisfactory,  the  princi- 
pal should  be  consulted.  Many  a  pupil  could  be  saved  from 
failure  in  his  work  if  parents  would  co-operate  more  with  the 
teachers  in  this  respect.  The  discipline  of  the  school  on  the 
whole  is  very  satisfactory,  but  here  again  the  home  should 
come  to  the  assistance  of  the  school.  Pardon  me  if  I  quote  from 
a  message  received  from  a  parent :  My  daughter  may  be  stupid 
in  her  lessons,  but  she  can  behave  in  school.    I  will  see  to  it  that 
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her  annoying  conduct  ceases."  How  refreshing  it  is  to  know 
that  such  parents  do  exist ! 

The  aim  of  the  management  of  the  school  is  to  make  the  pu- 
pils more  efficient,  self-reliant,  and  helpful,  thus  enabling  them 
better  to  fill  the  requirements  of  good  citizenship.  Constant 
earnestness  on  the  part  of  teachers  and  continued  good  will  from 
the  citizens  of  our  town  cannot  fail  to  enable  our  school  to  ac- 
complish what  is  expected  of  it.

Dear  Sir, — The  Clarke  school  was  opened  in  September 
with  large  classes  in  each  room. 

So  far,  this  year,  we  have  paid  special  attention  to  oral  and 
written  expression  in  language,  and  to  problem  work  in  arith- 
metic. 

We  need  artifical  lighting  in  each  room,  because,  on  cloudy 
afternoons  it  is  too  dark  for  pupils  to  see  to  perform  their 
respective  tasks. 

Our  boys  and  girls,  with  few  exceptions,  are  well  disposed, 
and  are  receiving  valuable  aid  from  a  conscientious  corps  of 
teachers.

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Report  of  Principal  of  Redington  Street  School. 

Mr,    William  J.  Pelo^  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Dear  Sir, — At  the  opening  of  school  this  fall,  we  were 
much  better  able  to  accommodate  six  grades,  one  having  been 
transferred  to  us  from  the  Phillips  school,  than  we  were  five 
grades  the  year  before.  During  the  summer,  two  extra  rooms 
were  provided  by  moving  old  partitions  and  putting  up  some 
new  ones.  With  the  present  arrangements,  our  hall  room  is 
very  limited  and  the  four  class  rooms  on  the  lower  floor  are 
much  too  crowded.  On  account  of  this,  there  is  no  opportunity 
for  games  in  the  lower  grades  and  the  building  is  so  old  that 
only  the  lightest  of  physical  exercises  can  be  given  in  the  upper 
grades.  As  all  the  new  partitions  are  of  matched  boards,  it  is 
impossible  for  classes  in  adjoining  rooms  not  to  disturb  each 
other.  It  is  very  hard  to  teach  the  children  concentration  under 
these  conditions. 

The  departmental  teaching  has  been  continued  this  year  with 
a  fair  degree  of  success,  I  think.  The  results  in  music,  drawing 
and  penmanship  particularly  show  the  advantage  of  it. 

Our  yard  from  early  fall  until  late  spring  is  in  very  poor  con- 
dition and  fails  to  meet  our  need  of  a  play  ground  for  the  children. 

I  would  call  especial  attention  to  the  increase  in  tardiness  and 
urge  that  the  parents  give  this  matter  more  thought  and  atten- 
tion. On  the  other  hand,  many  children  leave  their  homes 
much  too  early  and  are  often  here  a  half  hour  before  the  doors 
are  opened.  Many  times  this  extra  half  hour  could  be  spent  to 
great  advantage  at  home  studying. 

Our  school  library  is  very  small  and  the  teachers  would  par- 
ticularly appreciate  a  new  encyclopedia  which  is  very  much 
needed. 

There  has  been  an  increased  effort  and  a  great  improvement 
on  the  part  of  the  majority  of  our  foreign  population  to  comply 
with  the  school  regulations  in  regard  to  health  and  personal 
cleanliness.

Report  of  Principal  of  Essex  Street  School.

Dear  Sir, — The  Essex  street  building  contains  tliree  grades, 
first,  second  and  fifth,  none  being  overcrowded.  Teachers  and 
pupils  both,  much  appreciate  the  improvements  as  to  the  sanitary 
conditions.  There  are  other  improvements  which  would  be  ap- 
preciated such  as  gas,  telephone,  and  yard  concreted.  The  latter 
being  done  would  make  a  much  better  play  yard  for  the  children 
and  improve  the  condition  of  the  floors. 

The  fire  drill  has  been  made  easier  by  the  addition  of  a  new 
fire  gong.  On  the  whole  the  work  has  been  going  along 
smoothly,  harmony  prevailing  between  teachers  and  pupils.  The 
teachers  are  doing  their  best  to  fit  each  individual  child  both 
morally  and  mentally  for  future  work  and  to  interest  each  in  his 
own  continuous  advancement.

Report  of  Phillips  Grammar  School. 

Mr.  W.  J.  Pelo^  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

Dear  Sir, — The  eighth  was  the  only  grade  left  in  the  Phillips 
Grammar  School  at  the  opening  of  the  school  year  in  September  ; 
and  it  was  thought  best  to  give  it  the  same  hours  as  the  High 
School. 

The  results  of  five  months'  work  prove  that  as  good  work  can 
be  done  in  one  session  of  five  hours,  as  in  two  sessions  of  three 
hours  and  two  hours. 

By  placing  the  work  requiring  the  greatest  mental  effort  in  the 
early  part  of  the  session,  and  by  giving  a  short  recess  early  and 
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a  longer  one  later,  the  pupils  do  not  seem  as  tired  between 
twelve  and  one  o'clock  as  they  formerly  did  in  the  last  hour  of 
the  afternoon  session.

Report  of  the  New  Farm  School. 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

The  new  Farm  School  is  now  in  fine  running  order.  The 
heating  and  ventilating  apparatus  troubled  us  at  first  because  the 
workmen  had  left  part  of  the  work  undone.  Now  that  the  work 
is  completed  we  have  no  difficulty  in  heating  the  building. 

Children  and  teachers  have  thoroughly  enjoyed  their  first  half- 
year  in  a  well-lighted,  modern  school  house.  When  the  days 
have  been  too  cold  or  stormy  for  out-of-door  play  the  children 
have  had  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  in  the  playrooms  in  the  base- 
ment. They  are  very  proud  of  the  building  and  take  great  pleas- 
ure in  showing  it  to  their  parents  and  friends.  We  have  had 
one  hundred  and  four  visitors,  and  the  expressions  of  approval 
have  been  enthusiastic.  Mr.  Caswell,  Superintendent  of  Schools 
in  Marblehead,  said  he  envied  Swampscott  its  beautiful  new 
building. 

Although  there  are  three  grades  and  only]  two  teachers  the 
work  has  been  easily  accomplished  because  we  have  done  it 
departmentally.  It  would  have  been  impossible  for  one  teacher 
with  such  large  grades  as  we  have  had  to  have  accomplished  the 
same  amount  of  work  if  she  had  one  room  with  mixed  grades 
all  the  time.  Having  only  the  first  grade  in  one  room  has 
divided  the  work  and  the  change  has  given  as  much  impetus  to 
the  children  as  to  us. 

We  all  have  reason  to  be  grateful  to  the  Town  for  the  new 
Farm  School. 
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We  still  have  many  needs.  The  teachers'  desks  are  dilapi- 
idated.  There  are  no  furnishings  for  the  teachers'  room.  Situ- 
ated on  the  outskirts  as  we  are  and  needing  often  the  assistance 
of  the  school  physician  and  truant  officer,  a  telephone  is  an  abso- 
lute necessity.  During  the  short  days  the  janitor  has  been 
obliged  to  sweep  the  building  by  candle  light.  The  building  is 
wired  for  electric  lights.    Why  not  have  the  lights?

Report  of  Drawing  Teacher. 

Mr.  William  J.  Pelo. 

Superintendent  of  Schools^  Swampscott^  Mass, : 

My  Dear  Mr.  Pelo, — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  first 
annual  report  of  drawing  in  the  schools  of  Swampscott.  My 
term  of  service  has  been  so  short,  that  my  report  cannot  be  very 
extensive,  but  I  will  endeavor  to  present  a  few  changes  and 
possible  improvements  in  the  course  of  study. 

My  chief  aim  is  to  lay  out  a  course  which  can  be  put  to  a 
put  to  a  practical  use  by  pupils  graduating  from  the  Grammar 
or  High  schools.  To  accomplish  this  aim,  the  course  in  draw- 
ing will  cover  the  elementary  branches  of  drawing,  pictorial  and 
decorative  as  well  as  mechanical  drawing.  We  are  not  aiming 
to  turn  out  finished  artists  from  our  schools,  but  we  are  aiming 
to  enable  the  pupil  to  appreciate  correct  representation,  good 
design,  good  color  and  neat  and  accurate  workmanship,  when- 
ever he  is  confronted  with  it.  No  matter  what  trade  the  pupil 
may  enter,  whether  in  the  business  world  or  in  the  home,  he  will 
sometime  be  called  upon  to  show  and  put  into  use  his  knowledge 
of  drawing  in  some  of  its  forms. 

In  the  early  primary  grades,  children  respond  with  great 
readiness  and  confidence,  a  manner  which  disappears  later  on. 
They  also  draw  almost  wholly  from  imagination  and  for  that

reason,  much  practice  is  given  in  illustrating  simple  stories  and 
incidents.  It  is  obvious  that  better  results  are  obtained  from 
freehand  cutting  than  from  drawing  during  these  first  years  of 
school  life.  A  child  in  these  lower  grades  needs  most  of  all  a 
training  which  calls  for  the  use  of  his  hands  and  it  has  been 
found  that  freehand  cutting  is  most  successful  to  develop  the 
untrained  muscles  of  these  small  hands. 

Beginning  with  the  second  grade,  problems  demanding  cor- 
rectness in  construction  are  given  and  these  call  for  measurement 
to  the  inch  and  one-half  inch.  In  the  third  grade,  the  pupil 
learns  to  measure  to  the  one-quarter  inch,  and  in  each  succeeding 
grade,  he  takes  up  a  new  fraction  of  measurement. 

A  new  grayed  system  of  color  was  introduced  in  the  schools 
during  December.  Children  in  the  lower  grades  were  given 
grayed  color  crayons  to  work  with  and  by  using  these,  the  child 
runs  practically  no  risk  of  inharmonious  results,  while  at  the 
same  time  he  is  learning  to  appreciate  pleasing  relations  of  color. 
In  the  grammar  grades,  pupils  will  be  given  training  in  color 
appreciation  and  then  will  apply  the  principles  to  original  com- 
positions— either  floral  or  object.  To  enable  pupils  to  respond 
to  harmonious  colors  and  to  know  when  they  are  in  tune,  are  the 
reasons  for  teaching  this  subject  in  the  public  schools. 

Much  training  is  necessary  in  the  grammar  grades  in  the  use 
of  instruments,  which  calls  for  accurate  execution.  In  the 
seventh  and  eighth  grades,  mechanical  work  should  play  an  im- 
portant part  in  the  course,  and  simple  projections,  and  making 
drawings  of  objects  and  models,  which  call  for  the  use  of  a 
square,  compasses,  and  triangles,  will  be  studied  during  certain 
parts  of  the  year. 

When  a  pupil  enters  the  High  School,  he  is  more  adapted  to 
take  up  the  study  of  finer  principles  of  drawing  and  then  is  the 
time  to  make  more  serious  study  of  the  technicalities  and  princi- 
ples of  correct  drawing  and  representation. 

The  majority  of  technical  and  scientific  colleges  demand  a 
knowledge  of  mechanical  drawing,  and  require  of  the  High 
School  graduate  some  previous  training  in  other  graphic  projec- 
tions and  isometric  drawing.    For  this  reason  pupils  desiring 
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entrance  to  these  colleges  are  given  training  in  these  subjects  that 
they  may  be  prepared  to  take  such  examinations  as  the  colleges 
and  technical  schools  require. 

The  enthusiasm  with  which  the  teachers  and  scholars  have 
commenced  the  work  with  the  new  teacher  has  been  very  en- 
couraging and  such  co-operation  assures  us  of  steady  and  contin- 
ued progress  during  the  coming  months. 

Allow  me  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  you  and  the  Board 
for  the  interest  shown  and  the  efforts  put  forth  for  the  improve- 
ment of  the  work.

Music  Report. 

Mr.  W.  J.  Felo. 

Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Dear  Sir, — In  accordance  with  your  request  I  respectfully 
submit  my  third  annual  report. 

There  have  been  notable  instances  of  advancement  in  the 
year's  work.  All  the  scholars  have  improved  in  sight  reading 
and  are  doing  well  in  the  technical  work.  It  has  also  been  my 
privilege  to  observe  added  interest  among  the  pupils  which  has 
made  the  work  a  pleasure.  Last  June  marked  the  second  at- 
tempt at  grammar  graduations.  Considering  that  the  singers 
were  entirely  eighth  grade  pupils  a  remarkable  showing  was 
made  over  the  exercises  of  the  previous  year,  both  in  the  charac- 
ter of  the  songs  and  the  way  in  which  they  were  sung.  The 
High  School  chorus  made  a  creditable  showing  at  their  closing 
exercises.  The  accommodations  for  the  whole  of  the  school 
chorus  were  limited,  which  made  it  necessary  to  eliminate  the 
sub-freshman  class  at  the  graduation.  Although  this  change  did 
affect  the  chorus,  the  parts  were  well  balanced  and  the  rendering 
of  the  selections  was  altogether  pleasing. 
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The  work  of  the  first  grade  consists  entirely  of  songs  until  the 
latter  part  of  the  year.  Then  the  technical  side  is  first  presented 
and  systematically  taught  from  that  time  throughout  the  whole 
primary  and  grammar  course.  A  desk  book  of  little  songs  has 
been  given  each  primary  teacher,  which  contains  graded  mate- 
rial for  the  little  child  who  comes  to  school  without  a  knowledge 
of  music,  and  is  intended  to  precede  the  work  upon  the  chart. 
In  the  third  grades  the  classes  have  been  able  to  sing  simple  two- 
part  exercises  and  songs.  On  special  occasions,  such  as  Christ- 
mas, the  work  of  the  three  lowest  grades  is  wholly  songs. 

In  the  middle  and  upper  grades  some  written  work  has  been 
done  but  no  definite  outline  has  been  followed.  In  the  near 
future  there  will  be  a  plan  of  work  for  the  writing  of  music. 

Good  four-part  singing  is  the  work  of  the  upper  grades. 
Many  of  the  boys'  voices  have  changed  so  that  they  are  now  able 
to  carry  a  bass  part.  The  new  eighth  grade  books  are  much 
more  diflScult  than  those  previously  used  in  this  grade,  but  so  far 
the  exercises  and  songs  have  given  the  pupils  no  trouble.  The 
tone  quality  varies.  Some  classes  learn  sooner  than  others  that 
the  teacher  desires  a  soft,  smooth  singing  voice.  In  some  cases 
the  trouble  is  due  to  one  or  two  persistent  ones  who  lead  the  rest 
of  the  class.    Most  of  the  classes  are  doing  well. 

At  the  High  School  the  music  period  has  been  changed  from 
the  last  hour  to  the  first.  So  far  the  change  has  been  effective. 
It  is  not  the  mission  of  a  High  School  to  turn  out  artists  or  com- 
posers,— that  belongs  to  the  special  school  of  music.  It  is 
within  reach  of  every  High  School  pupil,  though,  to  obtain  a 
sweet,  musical  voice  ;  to  continue  the  work  of  sight  reading,  and 
to  take  up  something  in  the  line  of  choruses  that  will  be  worth 
the  while  to  learn.  With  this  in  mind  I  have  endeavored  to  give 
more  time  to  works  of  composers  of  some  reputation. 

There  are  one  or  two  subjects  I  desire  to  touch  upon  for 
further  progress  in  music.  One  needs  special  consideration 
because  it  concerns  an  important  part  of  school  work.  It  has 
not  been  the  custom  in  Swampscott  to  give  a  pupil  credit  for  the 
technical  work.  This  system  has  long  been  adopted  by  schools 
of  other  places  and  1  wish  to  urge  its  being  introduced  here. 
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Much  besides  singing  is  done  but  the  results  are  never  recorded 
as  in  other  studies,  and  in  this  way  music  naturally  comes  to 
occupy  a  less  important  place  than  it  otherwise  would.  I  also 
wish  to  advocate  a  similar  place  for  the  High  School  students 
who  take  the  required  chorus  practice.  Just  how  much  may  be 
allowed  for  the  five  years'  course  can  be  decided  at  some  future 
time. 

In  our  schools  much  attention  is  given  to  literary  composers 
but  unless  the  teacher  choses  to  read  to  her  class,  very  little  is  ever 
heard  of  the  lives  of  the  great  music  composers  whose  works  we 
often  sing.  It  is  an  interesting  field  for  study  and  may  be  taken 
up  in  connection  with  other  work  such  as  reading  and  composi- 
tion. I  would  suggest  that  text-books  be  furnished  some  of  the 
grades  for  elementary  study  in  music  history. 

In  closing  I  desire  to  thank  the  Superintendent  and  members 
of  the  school  committee  for  their  appreciation  and  also  the  grade 
teachers  whose  assistance  has  helped  make  this  year  a  successful 
one.

Report  of  Manual  Training  Department. 

Mr.  W.  J.  Pelo, 

Superintendent  of  Schools^  Sivampscott^  Mass. : 

Dear  Sir, — I  have  great  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my 
second  report  of  the  work  in  the  Manual  Training  Department. 

First,  allow  me  to  thank  you  for  your  readiness  to  give  helpful 
suggestions,  to  recommend  to  the  School  Committee  the  neces- 
sary equipment  for  good  work  and  to  cheer  us  along  with  words 
of  encouragement. 

The  opening  of  the  second  year's  work  in  the  Manual  Train- 
ing Department  found  us  in  a  new  location. 

During  the  summer  months  the  equipment  was  transferred 
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from  the  basement  to  the  small  building  in  the  rear  of  the  High 
School  which  had  been  used  for  a  general  laboratory  for  physics, 
chemistry  and  biology. 

The  change  of  quarters  has  been  a  great  improvement.  The 
room  is  larger,  is  better  lighted  and  is  isolated  so  that  the  noise 
and  vibration  of  the  machinery  does  not  interfere  with  the  gen- 
eral school  work. 

Three  carpenters'  benches  and  the  necessary  additional  tools 
were  added  to  the  equipment,  thus  making  accommodation  for 
fifteen  pupils  at  a  time. 

One  post  graduate,  two  seniors,  three  juniors,  sixteen  sopho- 
mores (ten  boys  and  six  girls)  and  fifteen  freshmen  (twelve  boys 
and  three  girls),  a  total  of  thirty-seven  elected  manual  training 
this  year,  an  increase  of  twelve  over  last  year.  Nine  girls  instead 
of  four  are  in  the  classes  this  year. 

I  would  like  to  recommend  the  installing  of  two  more  lathes 
(one  with  a  swing  of  15  in.)  and  a  power  jig  saw.  The  two 
latter  would  facilitate  the  work  very  much,  especially  that  of 
pattern  making.  With  a  possibility  of  fifteen  pupils  in  each 
class  six  lathes  are  none  too  many  to  enable  each  pupil  to  get  his 
fair  share  of  time  in  wood  turning. 

Some  one  says,  "  The  problems  of  life  must  be  solved  by 
thought  before  they  can  be  reduced  to  action  without  waste  of 
energy.''^  Manual  training  demonstrates  this  axiom  unmistak- 
ably. A  pupil  showing  me  a  piece  of  spoiled  work  after  spend- 
ing a  good  deal  of  strenuous  effort  upon  it,  said,  "  If  I  had  only 
stopped  one  minute  to  think  what  I  was  doing,  this  would  not 
have  happened."  The  teaching  aims  to  make  the  pupils  think 
and  to  rely  upon  themselves  as  much  as  possible. 

As  there  is  no  lecture  gallery  or  demonstration  bench  the 
teacher  endeavors  to  give  each  pupil  as  much  individual  atten- 
tion as  possible. 

The  boys  work  with  much  greater  independence  than  the 
girls ;  the  latter,  however,  are  more  painstaking. 

The  quality  of  the  work,  which  is  an  important  part  of  the 
training,  has  improved.  More  time  has  been  spent  upon  finishing 
the  completed  product  than  was  given  last  year. 
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The  great  interest  shown  by  the  pupils  is  most  gratifying. 

The  manual  training  teacher  and  the  drawing  teacher  being  at 
school  on  different  days  makes  it  very  difficult  to  correlate  the 
.work  as  much  as  I  wish. 

I  am  very  grateful  to  the  principal,  Harold  W.  Loker,  for  the 
deep  interest  he  takes  in  manual  training. 

Mr.  Congdon  has,  as  last  year,  shown  in  many  ways  how  the 
welfare  of  this  department  is  close  to  his  heart. 

The  readiness  of  the  School  Committee  to  provide  the  neces- 
sary equipment  for  good  work  is  most  gratifying  and  I  thank 
them  very  much. 

I  wish  the  townspeople  and  the  parents  of  the  pupils  would 
come  and  see  what  the  pupils  are  doing  at  their  bench  work.

Truant  Officer's  Report. 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

Dear  Sir, — I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report  as 
Truant  Officer  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott  for  the  year  ending 
January  31,  1909.  Whole  number  of  complaints  received,  170. 
Calls  made  in  mvestigating  said  complaints,  253.  Cases  of 
truancy,  15;  second  offense,  4;  third  offense,  2.  Cases  of 
unexcused  absence,  95. 

During  the  past  year  your  truant  officer  has  prosecuted  six 
cases  in  court ;  one  of  truancy,  one  of  habitual  school  offender, 
and  four  where  parents  have  neglected  to  comply  with  the 
educational  laws.  Five  convictions  have  resulted.  In  the  case 
of  the  habitual  school  offender  the  boy  was  committed  to  the 
Lawrence  Training  School;  one  fine  was  imposed,  and  three 
cases  were  placed  on  file  with  the  understanding  that  the  parents 
should  comply  with  the  law. 
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In  addition  to  these  cases  the  Truant  Officer  has  assisted  in 
bringing  to  the  attention  of  the  Society  for  the  prevention  of 
Cruelty  to  Children,  three  cases,  in  one  of  which  the  children 
were  given  in  charge  of  the  State  Board  of  Charity.

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Medical  Inspection  of  Schools. 

Chapter  502,  Acts  of  1906,  provides  as  follows  : 

APPOINTMENT   OF   SCHOOL  PHYSICIANS,  ETC. 

Section  i.  The  school  committee  of  every  city  and  town  in 
the  Commonwealth  shall  appoint  one  or  more  school  physicians, 
shall  assign  one  to  each  public  school  within  its  city  or  town, 
and  shall  provide  them  with  all  proper  facilities  for  the  per- 
formance of  their  duties  as  prescribed  in  this  act :  provided^  how- 
ever^ that  in  cities  wherein  the  board  of  health  is  already  main- 
taining or  shall  hereafter  maintain  substantially  such  medical 
inspection  as  this  act  requires,  the  board  of  health  shall  appoint 
and  assign  the  school  physician. 

EXAMINATION  AND  DIAGNOSIS   TO   BE  MADE. 

Sect.  2.  Every  school  physician  shall  make  a  prompt  exam- 
ination and  diagnosis  of  all  children  referred  to  him  as  herein- 
after provided,  and  such  further  examination  of  teachers,  janitors 
and  school  buildings  as  in  his  opinion  the  protection  of  the 
health  of  the  pupils  may  require. 

Sect.  3.  The  school  committee  shall  cause  to  be  referred  to  a 
school  physican  for  examination  and  diagnosis  every  child  return- 
ing to  school  without  a  certificate  from  the  board  of  health  after 
absence  on  account  of  illness  or  from  unknown  cause ;  and 
every  child  in  the  schools  under  its  jurisdiction  who  shows  signs 
of  being  in  ill  health  or  of  suffering  from  infectious  or  contagious 
disease,  unless  he  is  at  at  once  excluded  from  school  by  the 
teacher ;  except  that  in  the  case  of  schools  in  remote  and  isolated 
situations  the  school  committee  may  make  such  other  arrange- 
ments as  may  best  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  act. 
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NOTICE   TO   BE   SENT   TO   PARENT   OR  GUARDIAN. 

Sect.  4.  The  school  committee  shall  cause  notice  of  the 
disease  or  defects,  if  any,  from  which  any  child  is  found  to  be 
suffering  to  be  sent  to  his  parent  or  guardian.  Whenever  a 
child  shows  symptoms  of  smallpox,  scarlet  fever,  measles, 
chickenpox,  tuberculosis,  diphtheria  or  influenza,  tonsilitis, 
whooping  cough,  mumps,  scabies  or  trachoma,  he  shall  be  sent 
home  immediately,  or  as  soon  as  safe  and  proper  conveyance 
can  be  found,  and  the  board  of  health  shall  at  once  be  notified. 

TESTS  OF  SIGHT  AND  HEARING,  AND  EXAMINATION  FOR 
DISABILITY  OR  DEFECTS. 

Sect.  5.  The  school  committee  of  every  city  and  town  shall 
cause  every  child  in  the  public  schools  to  be  separately  and  care- 
fully tested  and  examined  at  least  once  in  every  school  year  to 
ascertain  whether  he  is  suffering  from  defective  sight  or  hearing 
or  from  any  other  disability  or  defect  tending  to  prevent  his 
receiving  the  full  benefit  of  his  school  work,  or  requiring  a 
modification  of  the  school  work  in  order  to  prevent  injury  to  the 
child  or  to  secure  the  best  educational  results.  The  tests  of  sight 
and  hearing  shall  be  made  by  teachers.  The  committee  shall 
cause  notice  of  any  defect  or  disabilty  requiring  treatment  to  be 
sent  to  the  parent  or  guardian  of  the  child,  and  shall  require  a 
physical  record  of  each  child  to  be  kept  in  such  form  as  the  state 
board  of  education  shall  prescribe. 

Sect.  6.  The  State  Board  of  Health  shall  prescribe  the 
directions  for  tests  of  sight  and  hearing  and  the  State  Board  of 
Education  shall,  after  consultation  with  the  State  Board  of 
Health,  prescribe  and  furnish  to  school  committees  suitable  rules 
of  instruction,  test-cards,  blanks,  record  books  and  other  useful 
appliances  for  carrying  out  the  purposes  of  this  act,  and  shall 
provide  for  pupils  in  the  normal  schools  instruction  and  practice 
in  the  best  methods  of  testing  the  sight  and  hearing  of  children. 
The  State  Board  of  Education  may  expend  during  the  year  nine- 
teen hundred  and  six  a  sum  not  greater  than  fifteen  hundred  dol- 
lars, and  annually  thereafter  a  sum  not  greater  than  five  hundred 
dollars  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  the  material  required  by 
this  act. 
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EXPENSES. 

Sect.  7.  The  expense  which  a  city  or  town  may  incur  by 
I  virtue  of  the  authority  herein  vested  in  the  School  Committee  or 
Board  of  Health,  as  the  case  maybe,  shall  not  exceed  the  amount 
appropriated  for  that  purpose  in  cities  by  the  city  council  and  in 
towns  by  a  town  meeting.  The  appropriation  shall  precede  any 
expenditure  or  any  indebtedness  which  may  be  incurred  under 
this  act,  and  the  sum  appropriated  shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient 
appropriation  in  the  municipality  where  it  is  made.  Such  appro- 
priation need  not  specify  to  what  section  of  the  act  it  shall  ap- 
ply, and  may  be  voted  as  a  total  appropriation  to  be  applied  in 
carrying  out  the  purposes  of  the  act. 

Section  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  Sep- 
tember in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  six. 
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[Revised  Laws,  Chapter  44.] 
^  SCHOOL  ATTENDANCE. 

ATTENDANCE    COMPULSORY    BETWEEN    SEVEN    AND  FOURTEEN 
YEARS   OF  AGE. 

Section  i.  Every  child  between  seven  and  fourteen  years 
of  age  shall  attend  some  public  day  school  in  the  city  or 
town  in  which  he  resides  during  the  entire  time  the  public  day 
schools  are  in  session,  subject  to  such  exceptions  as  to  children, 
places  of  attendance  and  schools  as  are  provided  for  in  Section 
3  of  Chapter  42,  and  Sections  3,  5  and  6  of  this  Chapter.  The 
Superintendent  of  Schools  or,  if  there  is  no  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  the  School  Committee,  or  teachers  acting  under  author- 
ity of  said  superintendent  or  committee,  may  excuse  cases  of 
necessary  absence.  The  attendance  of  a  child  upon  a  public 
day  school  shall  not  be  required  if  he  has  attended  for  a  like  pe- 
riod of  time  a  private  day  school  approved  by  the  School  Com- 
mittee of  such  city  or  town  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  following  section,  or  if  he  has  been  otherwise  instructed  for 
a  like  period  of  time  in  the  branches  of  learning  required  by  law 
to  be  taught  in  the  public  schools,  or  if  he  has  already  acquired 
such  branches  of  learning,  or  if  his  physical  or  mental  condition 
is  such  as  to  render  his  attendance  inexpedient  or  impracticable. 
Every  person  having  under  his  control  a  child  as  described  in 
this  section  shall  cause  him  to  attend  school  as  herein  required  ; 
and  if  he  fails  for  five  day  sessions  or  ten  half  day  sessions  within 
any  period  of  six  months  while  under  such  control  to  cause  such 
child,  whose  physical  or  mental  condition  is  not  such  as  to  ren- 
der his  attendance  at  school  harmful  or  impracticable,  so  to 
attend  school,  he  shall,  upon  complaint  by  a  truant  officer  and 
conviction  thereof,  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  twenty 
dollars.  Whoever  induces  or  attempts  to  induce  a  child  to  ab- 
sent himself  unlawfully  from  school,  or  employs  or  harbors  a 
child  who,  while  school  is  in  session,  is  absent  unlawfully  from 
school  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  fifty  dollars. 
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MARKING  SYSTEM. 

1.  All  teachers  shall  keep  records  of  pupil's  class  work  in 
figures. 

2.  Sixty  per  cent  {ho%  )  shall  be  the  required  pass  mark  in 
all  Grades  below  Grade  Seven  and  seventy  per  cent  (70%)  in 
Grades  Seven  and  Eight. 

3.  A  pupil  who  is  absent  shall  be  marked  zero,  but  if  absence 
be  due  to  sickness,  a  pupil  shall  be  given  opportunity  to  make 
up  lost  work,  and  shall  be  marked  full  per  cent. 

4.  No  lessons  made  up  at  home  shall  be  marked. 

5.  The  first  report  of  pupils  work  shall  be  sent  home  the  last 
of  October,  and  monthly  reports  shall  be  issued  thereafter  up  to 
and  including  June  first. 

6.  Report  cards  shall  be  retained  by  teachers  at  the  end  of 
the  year. 

7.  At  least  ten  lessons  per  month  shall  be  marked  for  record, 
inore  than  half  of  which  shall  be  oral. 

8.  In  Grammar  Grades  at  least  all  written  lessons  per  month 
in  each  subject  shall  be  graded. 

9.  The  First  and  Second  Grades  shall  have  no  report  except 
for  attendance. 

10.  Home  studying  shall  not  be  assigned  below  the  Sixth 
Grade. 

11.  Drawing  and  Music  shall  not  be  counted  for  promotion 
in  any  Grade. 

12.  Penmanship  shall  be  counted  for  promotion  in  Grades, 
Two,  Three,  Four,  Five  and  Six.

Report  of  Surveyor  of  Highways. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott : 

During  the  past  year,  6,000  tons  of  crushed  stone  have  been 
used  on  the  different  streets  of  the  town.  The  following  streets 
have  been  macadamized  : 

Humphrey  Street,  from  Glen  Road  to  the  drinking  fountain. 
On  this  street,  the  tracks  of  the  Boston  &  Northern  Street  Rail- 
way Company  were  raised  about  ten  inches,  from  the  sewer 
pumping  station,  to  Pleasant  Street. 

Thomas  Road,  from  Elmwood  Road  to  Andrew  Road. 

New  Ocean  Street,  from"  Rock  Avenue  to  Burrill  Street. 
This  street  was  put  to  grade  and  a  catch  basin  built  to  drain  the 
southerly  side. 

Essex  Street,  from  the  car  stables  to  Cherry  Street.  Southerly 
side,  from  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  bridge  to  the  new  en- 
trance to  the  Cemetery. 

From  the  Bessom  estate  to  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad 
bridge,  the  roadbed  was  filled,  to  a  depth  of  one  foot,  with  pit 
stone  and  gravel. 

From  the  Cemetery  to  the  Nies  estate,  the  whole  roadbed  was 
filled  about  one  foot  with  pit  stone,  the  ledge  at  the  Cemetery 
removed  and  a  covering  of  gravel  placed  over  the  same,  and 
the  whole  roadbed  rolled  with  the  steam  roller. 

Burrill  street,  from  Columbia  street  to  Essex  street.  About 
one-half  of  this  street  was  filled  with  crushed  stone,  and  rolled ; 
this  work  was  caused  by  the  Town  changing  the  grade  of  the 
street  and  putting  in  curbstone  for  continuous  sidewalks. 
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Humphrey  street,  at  the  Marblehead  line,  for  a  distance  of 
three  hundred  feet  was  gravelled. 

From  Salem  street  to  Phillips  Beach  R.  R.  crossing  was  grav- 
elled and  rolled  with  the  steam  road  roller. 

Devens  road,  from  Walker  road  to  Redington  street,  was  prac- 
tically reconstructed.  The  whole  street  was  gravelled,  the  ledge 
removed  and  part  of  the  gutters  were  paved. 

Hampden  street,  from  Berkshire  street  to  Ellis  road.  This 
street  was  raised  about  eight  inches. 

Orient  street,  from  Phillips  corner  to  Humphrey  street  and 
Humphrey  street  from  Orient  street  to  the  Lynn  line  have  been 
gone  over  twice  during  the  year,  and  wherever  needed,  picked 
up  by  the  roller  and  resurfaced  with  crushed  stone  and  gravel. 
Both  these  streets  had  to  be  looked  after  all  the  time  during  the 
summer  months  as  there  was  very  heavy  automobile  travel  going 
over  them  which  tore  the  surface  very  much. 

Portions  of  Phillips  avenue.  Rock  avenue.  Palmer  avenue. 
King  street,  Phillips  street.  Hardy  road,  Ontario  street  and  Rock- 
land street  have  been  resurfaced  with  gravel. 


Atlantic  Avenue. 

Atlantic  avenue  has  been  macadamized  from  the  Marblehead 
line  to  Orient  street,  a  distance  of  over  5,300  feet.  This  avenue 
received  a  coating  of  crushed  stone  from  six  inches  thick  at  the 
centre  to  four  inches  thick  at  the  sides  with  three  feet  in  width 
of  gravel  at  the  sides.  The  following  amounts  of  material  were 
used  :

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This  avenue  was  also  treated  with  "Liquid  Asdhalt"  which 
woik  was  done  by  the  Indian  Refining  Company.  Number  of 
yards  treated:  Macadam,  11,833.1-3  at  six  cents  per  yard. 
Gutters  treated,  5,916.2-3  at  five  cents  per.  yard,  and  a  covering 
of  fine  crushed  stone  was  placed  over  the  same,  204  tons  having 
been  used,  also  26  loads  of  screened  gravel.  So  far  this  road 
has  proved  to  be  all  right,  and  there  has  been  no  complain 
about  flying  dust.  The  work  on  this  avenue  was  done  under  the 
direction  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Highway  Commission  and 
the  Town  has  been  reimbursed  for  the  same  to  the  amount  of 
$2,925. 

All  streets  of  the  town  have  been  patrolled  and  holes  and 
dangerous  places  have  been  filled  with  crushed  stone  or  gravel. 

The  gutters  on  all  streets  of  the  town  have  been  cleaned  twice 
and  on  the  main  streets,  seven  times.

I  wish  to  call  attention  to  the  addition  of  a  gasoline  motor 
bicycle  to  the  department  which  has  been  of  much  aid  in  patrol 
duty  and  did  most  effectual  work  in  stopping  the  speeding  of 
automobiles  through  the  streets  of  the  town.  Conditions  pre- 
vious to  its  purchase  and  installment  were  very  bad  and  reports 
of  extreme  speed  were  of  daily  occurrence.  Since  its  inception 
a  noticeable  change  was  seen  in  the  manner  in  which  the  auto- 
mobiles went  through  our  streets.  The  machine  has  been  of 
great  assistance  in  other  ways  besides  the  quelling  of  auto  speed- 
ers and  has  paid  for  itself  during  the  short  time  in  which  it  has 
been  in  use.  I  wish  also  to  call  attention  to  the  excellent  work 
of  the  department  in  capturing  the  three  Italian  desperadoes  last 
April,  in  which  a  dangerous  gang  of  robbers  were  rounded  up 
and  each  received  long  prison  sentences,  the  department  being 
highly  complimented  by  the  District  Attorney  for  its  splendid 
work. 

In  closing  my  report  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  officers 
of  the  department  who  have  always  been  found  ready  and  willing 
to  perform  any  duty  asked  or  required  of  them  and  to  even  work 
many  hours  over  time  that  the  efficiency  of  the  department  might 
not  be  hindered  by  the  lack  of  officers'  sevices. 

The  thanks  of  the  department  is  also  extended  to  those  who 
have  in  many  ways  aided  the  workings  of  this  department  by 
giving  information  which  has  often  proved  of  valuable  assistance, 
especially  does  this  apply  to  the  Lynn  Police. 
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To  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  to  other  Town 
officers,  this  department  is  deeply  indebted  for  many  favors 
which  have  been  fully  appreciated.  For  all  this  assistance  and 
favors,  I  desire  to  express  my  thanks  at  this  occasion.

Gentlemen, — We  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the 
annual  report  of  the  Fire  Department  for  the  year  ending  Febru- 
ary I,  1909,  this  being  the  fourteenth  annual  and  the  thirtieth 
since  the  organization  of  the  paid  department  of  the  Town 

Manual  Force. 

The  department  consists  of  thirty-four  men,  assigned  as  fol- 
lows :  One  chief  and  two  assistant  engineers,  seven  permanent 
men,  including  the  chief,  one  captain,  two  lieutenants,  five 
pipemen,  seven  hosemen,  six  laddermen  and  four  men  on 
steamer. 

Apparatus. 

The  apparatus  consists  of  one  steam  fire  engine  with  three 
horse  hitch,  one  two-horse  hose  wagon,  one  two-horse  chemical, 
one  two-horse  hose  reel,  which  is  unfit  for  service,  one  relief 
wagon,  one  wire  wagon,  one  single  wagon,  three  hand  hose 
reels  and  one  two-horse  hose  pung,  one  two-horse  ladder  truck, 
which  is  in  good  condition,  with  the  exception  of  the  old  hose 
reel  and  the  ladder  truck.  This  truck  has  been  in  service  over 
twenty-eight  years.  It  is  too  small  to  cover  the  growth  of  the 
town. 

Fire  Alarm. 

The  past  year  there  has  been  some  new  wire  added  to  take  the 
place  of  old  wire  and  the  system  is  in  good  order  at  the  present 
time. 
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Hydrants. 

There  have  been  two  new  hydrants  added  this  past  year  which 
makes  one  hundred  and  thirty-nine  at  the  present  time. 

Hose. 

There  are  thirty-three  hundred  and  fifty  feet  of  two  and  one- 
half  inch  cotton  hose  rubber-lined  in  good  condition ;  one  thou- 
sand three  hundred  worthless  for  fire  service;  four  hundred  feet 
of  three-quarter  inch  rubber  hose. 

Horses. 

The  department  owns  eleven  horses;  ten  in  good  condition, 
one  along  in  years ;  two  were  bought  this  past  year  and  none 
exchanged. 

Recommendations. 

We  would  recommend  a  new  supply  wagon  to  take  the  place 
of  the  old  reel  at  the  chemical  house;  that  two  hundred  and 
sixty  dollars  be  appropriated  for  the  same.  We  also  recommend 
that  the  Town  exchange  the  old  truck  for  an  up-to-date  one. 
This  truck  has  been  in  service  in  the  vicinity  of  thirty  years,  and 
it  will  not  carry  the  amount  of  ladders  required  to  reach  the 
buildings  that  are  now  being  built  in  Town.  Therefore  we 
recommend  that  twenty-two  hundred  dollars  be  appropriated  for 
the  same. 

Fire  Stations. 

The  Phillips  Beach  station  should  be  painted  inside  and  out  to 
save  from  decay  as  the  paint  has  worn  off,  and  to  neglect  to 
paint  will  cause  much  greater  expense  in  the  future. 

The  station  on  new  Ocean  street  is  still  in  need  of  repairs  the 
amount  of  money  that  was  appropriated  for  the  committee  on 
repairs  did  not  complete  the  repairs.  It  needs  painting  inside 
and  out  and  new  floors ;  repairs  should  be  made  in  the  bathroom 
and  battery  room.  Hoping  it  will  meet  with  approval  and  an 
amount  of  money  be  appropriated  for  the  same. 
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Fires  and  Alarms. 
There  have  been  twenty-two  bell  alarms,  forty-one  telephone 
calls  and  three  still  alarms,  making  a  total  of  sixty-six  alarms. 
This  year  the  no  school  signal  has  been  sounded  once  and  the 
department  has  responded  to  four  out  of  town  calls.  Chemical 
No.  I,  Phillips  Beach  called  in  service  twenty-one  times.  Chem- 
ical No.  4,  Lynn,  nine  times.

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FOURTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

Board  of  Park  Commissioners. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott : 

Gentlemen, — The  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  have  the 
honor  to  submit  herewith  its  annual  report  for  the  season  of 
1908. 

The  Board  organized  as  follows  :  Clarence  B.  Humphrey, 
chairman  ;  John  J.  Blaney,  Robert  Leslie,  secretary. 

Blaney  Beach  Reservation. 
The  services  of  Mr.  Horace  W.  Blanchard  were  retained  as 
superintendent  and  the  usual  care  of  maintenance  has  been  done 
by  him. 

In  February,  of  last  year,  the  sea  wall,  west  of  the  bandstand, 
failed,  which  necessitated  taking  down  and  rebuilding  about 
sixty  linear  feet.  On  analyzing  the  cause  of  this  failure  we 
found  that  the  wall  at  this  place  to  be  in  the  form  of  a  circle 
retaining  the  earth  on  its  concave  side;  it  was  built  of  rubble 
masonry  laid  dry  with  insufficient  foundations  and  not  strong 
enough  to  withstand  the  earth  pressure  and  the  high  seas  which 
undermined  its  foundations.  The  wall,  as  built,  rests  upon  a 
concrete  base  well  tied  into  same  by  steel  rods,  and  is  laid 
throughout  with  Portland  cement  mortar.  We  relaid  with  rubble 
face  to  conform  with  adjacent  wall.  Proposals  were  advertised 
in  the  Lynn  News  and  the  Lynn  Item.  The  bids  submitted 
were  as  follows  :

The  contract  was  awarded  to  Felix  Marino  as  the  lowest  bidder. 

It  seems  to  your  commissioners  that  an  iron  fence  is  needed 
along  this  wall  to  prevent  possible  accidents,  and  we  would 
advise  continuing  the  present  fence  on  Humphrey  street  to  the 
corner  at  the  roadway  the  coming  season,  and  recommend  that 
the  Town  appropriate  $300  for  this  purpose. 

The  gentlemen's  closet  on  the  westerly  side  of  the  fish 
house,  which  for  the  last  few  years  has  been  a  source  of  com- 
plaint, has  been  thoroughly  renovated.  Water  closets,  slate 
urinals,  granolithic  floor  and  a  system  of  local  ventilation  were 
installed,  which  with  the  flushing  apparatus  it  is  possible  to 
keep  in  the  best  of  sanitary  condition.  The  amount  of  money 
recommended  for  this  work  in  our  last  report  was  $500.00;  the 
amount  appropriated  $350.  We  had  plans  and  specifications 
drawn  up  for  doing  this  work  and  asked  all  of  the  local  plumbers 
for  estimates ;  only  two  were  received  as  follows  : 

M.  A.  Dame  &  Co.,  Lynn  .  .  .  $524  00 
W.  L.  Fay  &  Co.,  Swampscott      .        .    500  00 

Certain  changes  were  made  in  the  specifications  and  the  work 
awarded  to  W.  L.  Fay  &  Co.  for  $425,  it  being  thought  advis- 
able to  have  the  whole  of  the  work  done  at  this  time  and  pay  the 
balance  from  our  general  fund. 

Satisfactory  arrangements  were  made  this  summer  with  the 
Board  of  Health  whereby  the  offal  from  the  fish  house  has  been 
taken  care  of,  we  paying  a  proportional  share  of  the  expense. 

Permits  for  storing  boats  upon  the  reservation  have  been 
granted  to  nine  non-resident  owners  and  the  total  number  of 
boats  stored  at  the  present  time  is  eighty.  No  records  have  been 
kept  of  the  number  of  boats  stored  in  previous  years,  but  the 
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superintendent  reports  that  there  were  about  forty  in  1898,  show- 
ing an  increase  of  one  hundred  per  cent  in  the  last  decade. 

A  special  police  officer  has  been  maintained  on  the  Reserva- 
tion Sundays  and  holidays  during  the  summer  months. 

The  two  faucets  used  by  the  fish  house  tenants,  one  on  each 
side  of  the  house,  should  be  removed  to  the  south  corner,  basins 
with  grates  built  under  them  and  connected  with  the  fish  house 
drain,  thi-s  drain  to  be  connected  with  the  sewer.  We  would 
recommend  that  the  Town  appropriate  $200  for  doing  this  work. 

The  approach  to  the  beach,  east  of  the  house  adjacent  to  the 
Farnham  place,  is  of  sand  and  is  much  used  by  the  tenants  for 
teaming  purposes.  If  some  permanent  surface  could  be  laid  it 
would  facilitate  matters  and  be  easier  to  keep  clean,  we  would 
recommend  that  this  portion  be  surfaced  with  granolithic  the 
coming  year,  and  that  the  Town  appropriate  the  sum  of  $400  for 
this  purpose. 

Very  little  space  at  the  Fish  House  remained  unrented  this 
season.    The  occupants  and  rentals  are  as  follows :

The  band  stand  will  have  to  be  shingled,  gutters  on  the  Fish 
House  repaired,  and  the  walks  surfaced  the  coming  spring. 

For  maintenance  and  improvements  on  this  Reservation  we 
would  recommend  that  the  Town  appropriate  the  sum  of  $800 
and  receipts. 

Monument  Avenue  Reservation. 

The  usual  work  of  maintenance  on  this  reservation  has  been 
attended  to  this  season  by  Mr.  Nathan  Harris,  the  contract  price 
being  $180.  In  many  places  old  and  depreciated  shrubbery 
should  be  removed  and  the  ground  replanted,  nothing  of 
this  sort  having  been  done  for  a  number  of  years.  This  strip 
of  land  lying  between  two  travelled  roadways  and  unprotected  is 
being  continually  cut  into  by  teams  and  passing  vehicles ;  we 
would  suggest  that  a  combination  curb  and  gutter  be  laid  on 
these  lines,  a  limited  amount  to  be  built  each  year. 

The  deed  conveying  the  land  on  Farragut  and  Walker  roads 
from  the  Swampscott  Land  Trust  to  the  Town  has  been 
recorded,  adding  one  more  parcel  to  this  property. 

For  maintenance  and  improvements  on  this  reservation  we 
would  recommend  that  the  Town  appropriate  the  sum  of  $350.00. 

Paradise  Road  Playground. 
This  being  the  only  playground  in  Town  and,  although  of 
small  area,  it  has  been  much  used  especially  for  Saturday  after- 
noon and  holiday  contests.    Not  only  do  the  players  enjoy  these 
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games  but  their  friends,  many  of  whom  are  ladies,  attend  in 
large  numbers,  so  that  the  space  occupied  extends  into  the  adja- 
cent streets.  In  view  of  this,  a  small  grand  stand  containing 
lockers  for  the  players'  convenience  might  be  advisable  in  the 
near  future. 

The  results  obtained  last  year  from  spreading  loam  over  the 
southerly  portion  were  so  satisfactory  that  early  this  season  we 
purchased  one  hundred  and  fifteen  yards  of  screened  loam  from 
Mr.  Michael  McDonough  and  contracted  with  Mr.  Felix  Marino 
to  do  the  necessary  grading  and  rolling.  The  results  were  a 
fine  diamond  for  the  players  and  the  grass  came  up  well  outside 
the  travelled  lines. 

A  back  stop,  iron  posts  and  ropes  have  been  provided  for  the 
players  and  the  football  goals  erected  in  the  fall ;  the  grounds 
have  been  maintained  in  good  condition  all  the  season  and 
weather  permitting  have  been  flooded  for  skating. 

This  reservation,  although  originally  planned  for  the  use  of 
children,  is  fast  outgrowing  this  purpose,  and  they  are  obliged 
to  use  the  northerly  end  entirely.  Your  commissioners  believe 
that  land  should  be  acquired  for  a  larger  playground,  even  if  the 
site  were  not  immediately  developed. 

For  maintenance  and  improvements  on  this  reservation  we 
would  recommend  that  the  Town  appropriate  the  sum  of  $400.

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Report  of  Tree  Warden. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Szva?npscott : 

The  Tree  Warden  is  an  elective  officer  with  very  complete 
powers  in  his  own  jurisdiction.  He  is  responsible  only  to  the 
body  of  citizens  that  elect  him,  although  in  the  matter  of  making 
regulations  and  of  locating  trees  to  be  planted,  he  must  act  in 
conjunction  with  the  Selectmen.  The  warden's  success  in  ad- 
ministering his  office  depends,  in  a  great  measure,  upon  the 
interest  of  the  people  of  his  town  in  their  trees,  and  the  support 
which  they  give  him.  An  intelligent,  capable  tree  warden, 
well  supported  by  his  constituents,  may  be  a  power  for  good  in 
maintaining  and  improving  the  trees  of  his  town.  His  duty  is 
not  merely  the  negative  one  of  preventing  cutting  and  disfigure- 
ment. He  should  plan  systematically  to  maintain  all  existing 
trees  at  their  maximum  of  attractiveness,  by  careful,  well-advised 
pruning, — not  careless  cutting.  Trees  possess  a  utilitarian  value, 
which  is  recognized  by  the  courts,  and  for  the  carelesss  destruc- 
tion of  street  trees  the  abutter  is  entitled  to  compensation.  There 
are  1771  trees  on  the  accepted  streets  and  public  squares  of  the 
Town.  This  does  not  include  the  trees  around  the  stand-pipe  on 
Town  property.  Of  this  number  of  trees,  I  have  caused  to  be 
scientifically  pruned,  and  the  wounds  antisepticall}' treated,  618; 
protected  by  wire  and  old  wires  adjusted,  282  ;  dead  trees  re- 
moved, 10;  new  trees  planted,  36;  cavities  filled,  10.  It  is  very 
important  that  the  trees  on  Burrill  and  Humphrey  streets  should 
receive  extensive  pruning  and  doctoring,  and  that  antiseptical 
conditions  be  maintained.  This  is  important,  owing  to  the  age 
of  some  of  the  trees. 
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Tree  Surgery. 

The  term  Tree  Surgery  is  a  legitimate  one  to  use  in  describing 
modern  methods  of  treating  trees,  and  it  is  only  too  apparent  that 
if  more  attention  had  been  given  to  the  care  of  trees  at  the  proper 
time,  they  would  not  be  in  the  condition  we  find  them  today. 
Decayed  cavities  in  trees  are  very  harmful,  since  the  fungi  and 
insects  which  are  present  extend  their  range  of  activity,  causing 
decay  and  shortening  the  tree's  life.  The  treatment  of  cavities 
naturally  involves  some  expense,  but  if  a  tree  is  of  value,  if  only 
sentimental,  it  is  worth  treating.  There  are  many  trees  which  to 
the  casual  observer  would  appear  to  be  of  little  consequence,  but 
the  associations  connected  with  them  may  be  highly  cherished. 
Then,  again,  the  location  is  often  important.  The  tree  may  fur- 
nish shade  which  cannot  be  dispensed  with  and  even  if  old  and 
decayed  it  is  more  satisfactory  to  treat  it  than  to  wait  for  a  new 
tree  to  grow.  During  my  term  of  office,  I  have  experimented 
with  this  work,  and  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that,  if  the 
work  is  properly  done,  and  if  antiseptic  conditions  are  main- 
tained, the  length  of  a  tree's  life  may  be  extended.  The  object 
and  process  of  treating  decayed  cavities  may  be  summarized  as 
follows :  First,  to  extend  the  usefulness  of  the  tree  and  prolong 
its  life.  Second,  to  remove  all  decayed  tissue,  which  is  done  by 
a  thorough  cleaning  out  of  the  cavities.  Third,  to  treat  anti- 
septically  all  those  exposed  tissues  which  are  susceptible  to  de- 
cay, preventing  further  disintegration.  Fourth,  to  fill  the  cav- 
ities with  some  substance  such  as  cement  or  to  cover  the  surface 
with  metal  or  other  substance,  in  order  that  the  callus  may  grow 
over  the  cavity  and  form  a  smooth  surface.  Fifth,  to  strengthen 
the  trees. 


Gas  Poisoning. 

The  increased  death  rate  from  the  cause  of  illuminating  gas 
may  be  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  gas  is  now  more  exten- 
sively used.  One  of  the  first  effects  of  gas  poisoning  in  summer 
is  a  yellowing  of  the  foliage  followed  by  a  greater  or  less  defoli- 
ation of  the  tree,  according  to  the  degree  of  poisoning.  Trees 
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affected  by  gas  disintegrate  very  rapidly,  and  should  never  be 
allowed  to  stand  long  after  dying,  as  they  become  brittle  and  are 
a  source  of  danger. 

The  Elm-Leaf  Beetle  (Golerucella  Lutubola  Mull). 
A  European  insect  which  reached  this  country  about  seventy- 
five  years  ago.  It  is  generally  distributed  over  Massachusetts, 
and  passes  the  winter  in  the  adult  stage.  To  keep  this  pest  in 
check,  trees  infested  with,  them  should  be  thoroughly  sprayed 
with  arsenate  of  lead,  about  the  first  of  June.  The  State  does 
not  make  any  provision  for  this  pest,  but  leaves  it  to  the  different 
towns  to  look  after. 

Recommendations. 

In  closing  my  report,  I  would  recommend  that  the  sum  of  five 
hundred  dollars  ($500.00)  be  appropriated  for  this  deparment, 


to  be  expended  as  follows  :

Remarks. 

In  making  this  recommendation,  I  am  cognizant  of  the  fact 
that  it  is  the  policy  of  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee  to  econo- 
mize, and  I  have  taken  this  into  consideration  and  recommend 
for  this  department  a  conservative  appropriation  for  this  very 
necessary  and  important  work.

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REPORT  OF 

Local  Superintendent  of  Moth  Work. 

To  the    Honorable  Board   of   Selectmen  of  the    Town  of 
Swampscott : 

Gentlemen, — As  soon  as  practical  after  receiving  my  com- 
mission from  you,  I  looked  over  the  situation  relative  to  the 
(Porthetrea  Dispar)  gypsy  moth,  also  (Euproctis  Chrysorea) 
brown  tail  moth,  and  judging  as  one  who  has  had  the  neces- 
sary experience,  I  very  soon  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the 
conditions  were  such  as  to  demand  strenuous  conserted  action  at 
once.  March  26th  we  commenced  to  clean  the  residential  part 
of  the  town  in  a  systematic  way,  treating  egg  clusters  of  the 
gypsy  moth  and  removing  the  nest  of  the  brown  tail  moth,  but 
owing  to  the  limited  time  before  the  hatching  season,  we  were 
obliged  to  move  more  quickly  than  was  expedient  to  get  the  best 
results.  As  the  season  advanced,  the  larvae  of  the  gypsy  moth 
in  certain  sections  of  the  town  were  very  plentiful,  but  by  per- 
sistent work  on  the  part  of  my  men,  at  that  time,  and  up  to  the 
pupae  stage,  the  results  of  their  work  is  shown  in  a  less  number 
of  egg  clusters  to  treat  and  on  the  whole  a  marked  improvement 
in  the  residential  section.  The  brown  tail  moth  nests  are  more 
in  evidence  than  two  years  past.  This  is  owing  to  climatic  con- 
ditions at  the  time  when  the  moths  were  flying.  There  has  been 
established  in  town  a  colony  of  European  predaceous  beetles 
(Calosoma  Sycophanta),  a  parasite  which  in  the  opinion  of  the 
best  entomologists  will  in  the  future  prove  very  effective. 
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Reports  of  the  State  Inspector  for  the  past  year  show  that 
eighty  acres  of  brush  land  have  been  cut  over  and  the  brush 
burned.  Trees  banded  with  burlap,  11,876.  Trees  banded 
with  tanglefoot,  6,958.  Arsenate  of  lead  used  for  spraying  pur- 
poses, 560  pounds.  Four  barrels  of  creosote,  three  barrels  of 
cement  used  on  the  work.  The  amount  of  assessments  for  moth 
work  done  on  private  estate  between  June  i,  1907,  to  June  i, 
1908,  rendered  to  the  assessors  was  one  thousand  three  hundred 
and  eighty-nine  dollars  ($1,389.00).  The  largest  number  of 
men  on  the  work  at  any  time  during  the  year  was  fifteen,  while 
the  smallest  was  six. 


Remarks. 

The  colony  known  as  the  Stand-Pipe  Colony  of  the  State 
Highway  and  owned  by  the  Town,  was  a  very  badly  infested 
place.  We  cleared  this  colony  up  in  the  summer  and  banded 
the  trees  with  tanglefoot.  By  so  doing,  notwithstanding  the 
great  infestation  around  it,  we  were  able  to  keep  the  trees  from 
being  defoliated  and  at  no  time  during  the  summer  was  the  foli- 
age skeletonized.  Nevertheless,  this  colony  needs  special  atten- 
tion to  keep  it  clean. 

With  a  limited  amount  of  money  at  my  disposal,  I  have  used 
it  where  in  my  judgment,  considering  the  infestation,  it  would 
prove  the  most  effective.  The  belt  cleared  from  Greenwood 
Terrace  to  the  third  trestle  bridge  and  along  the  old  Paradise 
Road,  will,  I  believe  relieve  the  residential  part  of  that  section  ; 
also  from  the  entrance  of  Forest  Avenue,  sixty-five  feet  cleared 
on  each  side  through  to  Humphrey  street,  distance  one  mile. 
This  infestation  lessened,  will  be  highly  appreciated  by  people 
who  use  this  avenue  of  natural  beauty.  With  this  part  under 
control,  we  can  take  up  other  parts  which  need  attention.  With 
the  large  amount  of  shrubbery  in  the  residential  part  of  the  town, 
it  is,  in  my  opinion,  useless  to  look  toward  extermination  with- 
out a  power  spraying  machine.  This,  I  believe,  would  insure 
to  the  town  such  a  degree  of  suppression  of  the  pest  that  it 
would  be  called  extermination,  practically. 
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During  my  term  of  office,  some  of  my  methods  of  fighting 
the  pest  have  been  criticised.  I  do  not  wish  to  appear  egotistical 
at  all  in  this  matter,  but  my  knowledge  of  the  work  has  been 
acquired  from  long  experience  and  training.  In  this  work,  all 
of  my  methods  have  the  approval  of  the  state.  In  answering  the 
critics,  I  shall  use  a  Biblical  term,  Forgive  them  for  they  know 
not  what  they  say.  Whatever  degree  of  success  I  have  achieved 
or  mistakes  made  in  administering  this  office,  I  am  responsible, 
for  since  receiving  my  commission  as  Local  Superintendent  of 
Moth  Work,  I  have  been  the  head,  without  any  interference 
from  the  powers  that  be. 

In  closing  my  report,  I  will  say,  that  on  the  whole,  the  season 
has  been  a  pleasant  one,  with  the  exception  of  two  incidents, 
and  in  these  I  have  taken  the  initiative  and  I  trust  acted  wisely. 
Aside  from  this,  co-operation  with  me  in  the  work  by  the 
people  has  been  given  and  on  my  part  I  trust  courtesy  has  been 
shown.

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Report  of  the  Library  Trustees. 


In  our  previous  report  attention  was  called  to  the  approaching 
need  of  more  room  for  books  and  now  that  the  library  shelves 
have  but  little  spaces  remaining  unfilled,  the  need  of  providing 
more  shelf  space  has  become  urgent.  To  make  alterations  in 
the  bookcases  now  in  the  library  room,  or  to  attempt  to  provide 
room  for  additional  bookcases  by  additions  to  the  present  room, 
would  be  very  expensive  and  would  doubtless  prove  to  be  little 
more  than  a  make-shift  of  but  temporary  value.  It  has  been 
deemed  best,  therefore,  by  the  library  trustees  to  take  from  the 
shelves  the  books  that  are  not  now  in  active  demand  and  pack 
them  away  until  some  future  time  when  some  plan  for  a  new 
Town  Hall  or  a  separate  library  building  can  be  carried  into 
effect  and  some  good  and  permanent  plan  for  the  growth  of  the 
library  can  be  provided  for.  There  are  many  volumes  now 
upon  the  shelves  that  are  no  longer  in  demand  and  these  can  be 
removed  and  the  space  thus  provided  can  be  had  for  volumes  of 
later  works,  which  plan  will  make  the  present  room  available 
for  a  library  room  for  some  time  to  come. 

The  catalogues  of  the  library  books  consist  of  one  book  which 
was  published  in  1887,  and  various  supplements.  The  first  of 
these  supplements,  one  of  47  pages,  was  published  in  1893. 
Then  followed  one  published  in  1897,  of  35  pages,  and  later,  in 
1901,  one  of  46  pages  in  size.  Since  1901,  supplements  in 
sheets,  to  the  number  of  fifteen  of  four  pages  each,  have  been 
published. 
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Considering  the  fact  that  the  library  room  has  become  too 
small  for  the  use  of  the  library,  not  only  for  the  books  but  also 
in  space  for  the  general  conduct  of  its  affairs,  and  pending  a  de- 
cision as  to  what  change  would  finally  be  decided  to  be  best  to 
provide  suitable  room,  or  a  separate  building,  the  question  of  a 
revised  catalogue,  or  a  more  modern  catalogue  system  for  the 
library,  has  been  left  in  abeyance  until  that  time  comes  when  a 
change  in  the  one  will  do  much  to  help  decide  the  question  of 
the  other. 

The  present  catalogue  system  is  one  in  which  the  supplements 
are  arranged  in  series  and  placed  upon  the  library  walls  for  easy 
reference.  These  supplements,  containing  as  they  do  all  the 
late  books,  afford  the  readers  of  books  a  ready  means  of  ascer- 
taining the  numbers  and  applying  for  books.  It  can  be  said, 
therefore,  that  a  fully  systematized  card  system  is  not  a  more 
urgent  need  than  that  of  room  in  which  to  have  all  of  the  books 
ready  at  hand  when  called  for.  One  would  be  useless  without 
the  other. 

The  number  of  volumes  now  in  the  library  is  11,013.  During 
the  past  year,  469  books  have  been  added,  besides  72  volumes 
that  have  been  purchased  to  replace  others  which  have  been 
either  worn  out  or  destroyed.  The  wear  and  tear  upon  the  books 
in  the  library  is  now  a  considerable  item,  requiring,  as  it  did  last 
year,  the  rebinding  of  498  volumes.  One  addition  has  been 
made  to  the  magazine  list,  that  of  ''Outing." 

The  list  of  readers  has  been  increased  during  the  past  year  by 
142,  and  the  circulation  now  stands  at  31,620  volumes  per  year. 

For  books  retained  over-time,  thirty  dollars  has  been  paid  to 
the  library  fund, 

A  number  of  books  have  been  presented  to  the  library  during 
the  past  year,  notably  a  number  of  valuable  volumes  from  Mrs. 
Williams  and  several  from  Mr.  John  Albree.  A  Statistical 
Atlas  was  presented  by  Mrs.  Cleveland.  A  volume  of  the  Life 
of  Edgar  Jay  Sherman  was  received  from  Mr.  Grosvenor.  Mrs. 
B.  G.  Ingalls  presented  a  copy  of  the  Life  of  Mary  Baker  Eddy. 
Miss  Mary  C.  E.  and  her  brother,  Paul  Jackson,  presented  a 
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steel  engraving  and  also  several  volumes  of  books.  For  these 
several  gifts,  the  trustees  extend  to  the  donors  the  thanks  of  the 
people  and  themselves. 

The  financial  standing  of  the  library  will  be  found  in  the 
Auditor's  reports.

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Report  of  Water  Commissioners. 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott : 

The  Water  Board  respectfully  submit  their  eleventh  annual 
report : 

The  first  work  of  the  year  1908,  with  the  water  department, 
was  the  completion  of  the  work  of  replacing  the  eight-inch 
cement-lined  pipe  in  Atlantic  avenue  with  a  ten-inch  cast-iron 
main  ;  this  now  makes  it  possible  to  supply  the  Hotel  Preston 
through  an  all  cast-iron  pipe,  a  condition  which  can  only  be  im- 
proved upon  when  the  time  shall  arrive  to  complete  the  circuit 
around  Orient  street. 

Some  inquiries  having  been  made  of  the  Board  as  to  the  amount 
of  the  old  cement  pipe  now  in  the  Town's  streets,  we  are  pleased 
to  state  that  the  total  length  has  been  reduced  to  9,138  feet;  this 
is  distributed  as  follows:  in  Orient  street,  4,135  feet  of  eight 
inch;  Beach  Bluff  avenue,  1,421  feet  of  six  inch;  Essex  street, 
1,340  feet  of  six  inch;  Redington  street,  348  feet  of  six  inch; 
Rockland  street,  884  feet  of  six  inch ;  and  Galloupe's  Point,  677 
feet  of  six  inch  and  333  feet  of  four  inch. 

No  serious  trouble  has  occurred  during  the  year  in  the  cement 
pipe ;  two  breaks  in  Redington  street  made  it  necessary  to  relay 
that  street  from  Humphrey  to  Blaney  street;  the  most  of  this 
pipe  is  now  located  in  high  land,  and  may  last  for  some  time  to 
come,  although  there  is  no  certainty  that  it  will  not  go  to  pieces 
at  any  time. 

In  carrying  out  the  vote  of  the  Town  of  1906  (that  all  water 
should  be  assessed  at  meter  rates,  beginning  January  i,  1909, 
that  rate  to  be  determined  by  the  Water  Commissioners),  your 
Board  has  proceeded  as  far  as  them  seemed  practicable. 
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Bills  were  issued,  as  you  know,  on  April  i,  1908,  for  a  period 
of  nine  months  at  the  old  fixture  rate,#thus  avoiding  the  expense 
of  an  additional  billing  for  three  months  upon  October  i,  1908; 
this  arrangement  brought  us  to  January  i,  1909,  with  but  three- 
fourths  of  a  year's  receipts ;  at  that  latter  date  it  seemed  best 
to  bill  out  the  annual  minimum  charge  in  advance  (as  is  the  cus- 
tom in  metered  cities  and  towns),  in  order  to  be  able  to  meet  our 
February  interest,  and  ample  funds  have  been  received  to  provide 
for  the  same  and  a  substantial  amount  toward  our  next  large 
payment,  which  is  the  Metropolitan  assessment  of  $11,200  due 
May  I. 

The  two-fixture  minimum  rate  of  $16.00  and  the  single-fixture 
rate  of  $11.00  may  in  quite  a  few  cases  seem  high,  but  if  you 
will  notice  in  the  January  billing  (farther  on  in  this  report),  the 
total  under  that  schedule  is  but  $21,894.00;  it  will  therefore  be 
very  apparent  with  an  outlay  this  year  of  $12,500  more  for 
water  than  last  year  it  is  extremely  doubtful  if  the  receipts  for 
excess  water  in  addition  to  the  amount  received  on  the  January 
bills  will  be  sufficient  to  enable  the  department  to  meet  its 
expenses. 

The  amount  to  be  paid  the  Metropolitan  Water  Board, 
referred  to  above,  for  this  year,  is  already  made  up,  that  amount 
having  been  based  upon  the  consumption  of  water  in  Swamp- 
scott  for  the  year  1908  and  the  valuation  of  Swampscott  for 
1908;  it  is  fair  to  assume  that  the  Metropolitan  assessment  for 
the  year  19 10,  or  that  proportion  based  upon  the  consumption 
of  water  in  Swampscott  will  be  somewhat  reduced  now  that  the 
Town  is  fast  becoming  all  metered,  and  paying  upon  meter  rates  ; 
the  daily  consumption  in  Swampscott  for  January,  1909  was 
270,500  gallons  or  a  per  capita  consumption  of  47  gallons,  this 
is  the  lowest  yet  recorded  for  Swampscott  and  plainly  shows 
that  the  amount  used  by  the  Town  will  be  an  all  important  fac- 
tor as  the  year  advances. 

There  has  been  added  during  the  last  year  (to  January  i, 
1909)  317  meters,  bringing  the  total  now  metered  to  1,209; 
the  remainder  not  metered,  78  are  houses  not  occupied  during 
the  w  inter,  and  it  is  our  intention  to  install  meters  in  these  prem 
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ises  as  soon  as  possible  when  opened  in  the  spring,  in  most  of  the 
foregoing,  as  well  as  the  other  68  houses  which  are  single-fix- 
ture places,  it  will  be  necessary  to  place  boxes  in  the  street,  and 
although  this  will  of  course  entail  more  expense  we  are  in  hopes 
to  finish  the  work  in  early  spring. 

In  conclusion,  it  seems  best  and  necessary  that  in  view  of  the 
extraordinary  needs  of  this  department  for  the  current  year  that 
we  recommend  that  $1,500  be  appropriated  by  the  Town  for 
meter  work  and  $1,500  for  new  construction.

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Report  of  Sewer  Commissioners. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott : 

The  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners  herewith  present  their 
annual  report  for  the  year  ending  January  31,  1909. 

At  the  annual  election  held  March  16,  1908,  James  T.  Lyons 
was  elected  a  member  of  the  board,  Henry  B.  Sprague,  who 
had  been  a  member  of  the  board  since  1902,  declining  to  be  a 
candidate  for  re-election. 

The  board  organized  with  Aaron  R.  Bunting  as  Chairman. 
George  T.  Till  was  appointed  Clerk,  and  Aaron  R.  Bunting, 
Superintendent. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  it  was  found  necessary  in  order 
to  comply  with  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  regarding  the 
hours  of  labor  and  other  important  reasons  to  add  to  the  force  at 
the  pumping  station.  Harry  Connell  was  engaged,  and  the 
work  at  the  pumping  station  has  been  very  satisfactorily 
carried  on. 


Repairs  on  Iron  Force  Main. 

Taking  advantage  of  the  unusually  dry  season,  the  Commis- 
sioners decided  to  examine  and  make  needed  repairs  on  the 
eighteen  inch  force  main.

About  eight  hundred  feet  was  exposed  and  thoroughly 
repaired,  the  lead  joints  being  reinforced  by  iron  bands ;  the 
work  was  necessarily  done  by  the  day,  M.  McDonough  doing 
the  excavating  and  pumping'  and  concreting,  the  reinforcing 
and  joint  work  being  done  by  the  employees  of  the  Water 
Department.  The  expense  of  these  repairs  was  $1,410.70,  the 
pipe  being  submerged  rendered  the  work  difficult  and  expensive. 

Stacey  Brook  Outlet. 

Repairs  and  improvements  at  this  point  are  deemed  by  the 
Board  to  be  absolutely  necessary  and  it  is  only  by  extreme  good 
luck  that  certain  portions  of  the  Town  has  escaped  serious 
damage. 

This  matter  was  referred  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  to  the 
Selectmen  and  Sewer  Commissioners  jointly.    The  State  Board 
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of  Metropolitan  Park  Commissioners  were  willing  to  construct 
and  bear  one-third  of  the  expense  providing  the  Town  and  City 
of  Lynn  would  each  bear  one-third  of  the  expense. 

The  officials  of  the  City  of  Lynn  when  interviewed  individ- 
ually seem  interested  and  willing  to  have  the  work  proceed,  but 
officially  no  action  has  ever  been  taken. 


Claremont  Terrace  Outlet  Sewer, 

The  construction  of  this  sewer  has  been  delayed  on  account  of 
the  releases  not  being  readily  obtained  from  the  estates  benefited 
thereby  until  this  year.  The  work  of  construction  was  adver- 
tised and  bids  called  for.  One  bid  only  was  received,  from  M. 
McDonough,  which    was  for  $1,004,  rejected,  the 

Commissioners  believing  that  if  the  plans  were  changed  and 
piling  used  instead  of  excavating  and  refill  that  work  could  be 
done  for  less  cost. 

Two  estimates  were  received  for  the  furnishing  and  driving  of 
the  necessary  piles,  the  same  figure  being  given  in  each  case. 
The  work  was  let  out  to  M.  McDonough  for  $172.  The  cast 
iron  pipe  was  laid  by  the  employees  of  the  Water  Department, 
the  excavating,  filling,  grading,  laying  of  tile  pipe,  etc.,  being 
done  by  employees  of  the  Highway  Department. 

The  construction  of  this  improvement  as  completed,  is  $790. 2 1 , 
including  engineering  and  inspection. 

ElUott  and  Crescent  Streets. 

At  a  meeting  held  May  8,  1908,  the  following  bids  were  re- 
ceived for  building  a  sewer  in  Elliott  and  a  portion  of  Crescent 
street:    F.  D.  Mayo,  $764.60;  M.  McDonough,  $597.66. 

The  contract  was  awarded  to  M.  McDonough  the  lowest  bidder, 
complete  cost,  including  engineering  and  inspection,  $607.14. 

The  number  of  sewer  connections  for  the  year,  62.  The 
number  of  drain  connections,  10.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Health. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Swamp scott : 

The  Board  of  Health  herewith  presents  for  your  consideration 
their  report  for  the  year  ending  January  31,  1909. 

The  Board  organized  March  18,  1908,  as  follows:  George  C. 
Webster,  Chairman;  Jasper  H.  Stone,  Dr.  Loring  Grimes. 

The  Board  voted  to  appoint  John  B.  Cahoon,  Clerk  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

The  Board  voted  to  appoint  Charles  Melvin  to  dispose  of  offal 
from  fish  markets  for  the  sum  of  $6.00  per  week. 

The  Board  received  but  one  bid  for  the  disposal  of  night  soil, 
that  of  George  B.  Curtis,  for  the  sum  of  $100  per  year.  It  was 
therefore  voted  to  award  him  the  contract. 

There  have  been  numerous  complaints  from  overflowing  cess- 
pools the  past  year.  And  several  buildings  have  been  found  to 
be  in  unsanitary  conditions ;  in  such  cases  the  owners  were  noti- 
fied and  same  were  made  sanitary. 

During  the  year  the  Board  received  reports  of  twenty-two  cases 
of  contagious  diseases  as  follows  :

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Early  in  the  year,  the  Board  decided  to  do  the  fumigating 
themselves,  as  the  same  had  to  be  done  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Board,  the  same  meeting  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Se- 
lectmen. The  Board  purchased  a  new  generator  for  fumigating, 
whereby  a  great  saving  in  both  fuel  and  disinfectants  was  brought 
about. 

During  the  year  the  Board  decided  it  would  be  an  advantage 
to  the  people  to  get  quicker  reports  from  diphtheria  cultures. 
Therefore  arrangements  were  made  with  Lynn  City  chemist 
whereby  all  cultures  for  diagnosis  of  diphtheria  could  be  exam- 
ined and  reported  within  twelve  hours  from  time  case  was  dis- 
covered, thereby  getting  reports  at  least  twenty-four  hours 
quicker  than  from  State  Board  in  Boston. 

The  Board  has  received  several  complaints  relative  to  sewer- 
age conditions  at  High  School  building. 

The  Board  recommends  that  some  action  be  taken  by  the  town 
at  once  so  that  it  will  be  possible  to  enter  the  High  School 
building  into  the  sewer. 

The  Board  recommends  an  appropriation  of  $4,500  for  the 
ensuing  year.

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Report  of  Street  Lights  Committee. 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott : 

The  condition  of  our  lights  appear  about  as  usual.  We  have 
upon  our  circuits  118  arc  lights  and  75  incandescents,  with  a 
number  of  applications  for  the  latter  on  file. 

With  the  constant  laying  out  of  new  streets  or  terraces  inquiries 
are  ever  before  your  committee  asking  for  lights;  this  is  a 
reasonable  request  but  citizens  can  readily  see  we  are  powerless 
to  install  but  a  very  limited  number  owing  to  the  present  amount 
appropriated,  $10,000,  which  amount  will  not  cover  the  cost  of 
our  lights  for  the  current  year. 

So  far  as  the  quality  and  permanency  of  our  street  lights  is 
conerned  we  have  little  fault  to  find.  Like  all  electric  systems, 
ours  is  no  exception  to  the  general  rule  and  a  guarantee  that  our 
lamps  will  never  fail  to  burn  when  the  current  is  on,  cannot  be 
given  through  dark  lamps  or  lights  out  for  any  great  length  of 
time,  is  an  uncommon  thing  in  Swampscott  street  lights. 

A  record  of  these  non-burning  lights  is  kept  by  the  Chief  of 
Police  and  reported  to  the  chairman,  and  the  station  at  Lynn  is 
notified  at  once,  and  it  is  due  to  the  Lynn  Gas  and  Electric  Com- 
pany to  say  that  they  are  prompt  to  remedy  these  defects  when- 
ever they,  or  the  local  inspector,  are  informed  of  the  fact. 

Your  committee  will  recommend  that  the  appropriation  for 
this  year  be  ten  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($10,500).

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Report  of  the  Inspector  of  Animals. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Sw  amps  cot  t : 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  Inspector  of  animals. 
The  first  of  November,  when  I  took  the  general  inspection  of 
cattle  and  stables,  found  in  twenty-one  stables  sixty  cattle,  which 
were  in  good  condition,  and  to  all  appearance  free  from  any 
contagious  diseases.  I  found  five  stables  less  than  a  year  ago 
where  neat  cattle  are  kept  and  only  about  half  in  number,  last 
year  there  were  119  in  26  stables. 

Some  gave  the  excuse  that  it  is  cheaper  to  buy  milk  than  to 
raise  it.  I  find  that  the  majority  of  those  who  exchange  stock 
buy  from  Brighton,  which  is  the  only  safe  course  to  my  mind  as 
all  from  that  place  have  been  through  the  tubercular  test. 

Last  year  Lynn  and  Swampscott  were  in  trouble  with  glanders 
among  the  horses,  the  agent  compelling  the  owners  of  stables  to 
clean  up  thorouguly  after  the  animals  were  destroyed  and  having 
public  watering  places  closed  for  a  short  time,  which  gave  some 
people  a  chance  to  grumble  at  the  inconvenience,  but  thereby 
many  have  saved  their  horses.
